losis, is amended to read as follows: 

§ 51.6 Time limit for ulnuglilrr. 

Payment of Indemnity will be made 
under this part for cattle destroyed be¬ 
cause of brucellosis, tuberculosis or para- 
tuberculosis only if the animals are 
slaughtered or die otherwise within 15 
days after the date of appraisal, except 
that the appropriate Veterinarian in 
Charge, for reasons satisfactory to him. 
may extend the period beyond 15 days.

The foregoing amendment delegates 
full authority to the Veterinarian in 
Charge to grant, for reasons satisfactory 
to him, any extension of time believed 
necessary to enable owners of reactors 
to comply with the requirements of 
$ 51.6. The amendment will be of benefit 
to affected persons as it will facilitate 
the poyment of certain indemnity claims 
for cattle destroyed because of brucel¬ 
losis. tuberculosis, or para tuberculosis. 
Accordingly, under the administrative 
procedure provisions <5 U.S.C. 553) it is 
found upon good cause that notice and 
other public procedure with respect to 
the foregoing amendment are impracti¬ 
cable and contrary to the public interest 
and good cause is found for making 
the amendment effective less than 30 
days after publication in the Federal 
Register. 

Effective date. The foregoing amend¬ 
ment shall become effective upon pub¬ 
lication in the Federal Register.

such overtime duty. Such establishment 
depends upon facta within the knowledge 
of the Plant Quarantine Division. It is 
to the benefit of the public that these 
Instructions be made effective at the 
earliest practicable date. Accordingly, 
pursuant to the provisions of 5 U.S.C. 
553. it is found upon good cause that 
notice and public procedure on these in¬ 
structions are Impracticable, unneces¬ 
sary, and contrary to the public interest, 
and good cause is found for making these 
Instructions effective less than 30 days 
after publication in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister.

Time or Voting and Referendum 
Communities 

Basis and purpose. The amendment 
herein is issued under and in accordance 
with the provisions of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1938, as amended (7 
U.S.C. 1281 et seq.). 

The purpose of these amendments Is 
to (1) change the hours during which 
polls will be open in all counties in the 
States of Alabama, Florida, Georgia. 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Vir¬ 
ginia. and (2) publish In the Federal 
Register the referendum communities 
by States and counties in which polling 
places will be designated for holding flue- 
cured tobacco referendums. If a commu¬ 
nity is not listed in the amendment, no 
referendum is to be held therein because 
there are no eligible voters In the 
community. 

The boundaries of the ASCS communi¬ 
ties in Marion County. 8.C.. are involved 
in litigation. In the case of Drew v. Law- 
rimorc ct al.. Federal Judge Robert W. 
Hemphill of the U.S. District Court for 
the District of South Carolina directed 
that the boundaries of certain ASCS 
communities in Marion County be estab¬ 
lished differently from the boundaries 
previously established. Judge Hemphill's 
decision has been appealed and the mat¬ 
ter has not been finally determined. For 
the purposes of the flue-cured tobacco 
referendum to be held in 1967, the 
boundaries of the communities estab¬ 
lished pursuant to Judge Hemphill's 
order will be used. 

Since a referendum for flue-cured 
tobacco will be held in the near future, 
it is Important that these amendments 
be Issued and made effective as soon as 
possible. Accordingly, it Is hereby found 
that compliance with the notice* public 
procedure, and effective date require¬ 
ments of 5 UJ8.C. 553 Is Impracticable 
and contrary to the public interest and 
these amendments shall become effective 
as provided herein.

General 

§1416.1 General statement. 

(a) Scope. This subpart contains the 
regulations which set forth the terms and 
conditions under which (1) eligible pro¬ 
ducers acting collectively through speci¬ 
fied cooperative marketing associations 
(referred to severally in this subpart as 
“the association*') may obtain warehouse 
storage price support loans on their eli¬ 
gible 1967 and subsequent crop farmers 
stock peanuts, and (2) Commodity Cred¬ 
it Corporation will purchase 1967 and 
subsequent crop peanuts from eligible 
shellers: Provided , however . That CCC 
will make warehouse storage loans on, 
and purchases from shellers of, peanuts 
of a particular crop only if an annual 
supplement to this subpart providing for 
such loans or purchases, or both. !s is¬ 
sued by CCC. Any such annual supple¬ 
ment will also specify support and pur¬ 
chase prices, the association through 
which producers may obtain price sup¬ 
port, and other terms and conditions 
not contained In this subpart applicable 
to the warehouse storage loan and sheller 
purchase programs for peanuts of a par¬ 
ticular crop. 

(b) Price support advances. Eligible 
producers may obtain price support 


through the association specified In the 
applicable annual supplement for the 
Southeastern area, Southwestern area, 
and Virglnia-Carolina area, respectively. 
Each association will make price support 
advances on eligible peanuts delivered 
to It by eligible producers at warehouses 
operating under peanut receiving and 
warehouse contracts with the associa¬ 
tion. CCC will make a loan < referred to in 
this subpart as a “warehouse storage 
loan") to the association. Such loan will 
be secured by the eligible peanuts upon 
which the association has made advances 
to eligible producers. 

(c) Purchases from shellers. CCC will 
purchase farmers stock and shelled pea¬ 
nuts of a particular crop from shellers 
who participate in the price support pro¬ 
gram for the crop as provided In 8 1446.11 
and are parties to any peanut marketing 
agreement which is applicable to the crop 
and which Is approved by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, under the Agricultural 
Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, as 
amended. 

(d) Farm storage loans; purchases 
from producers. Regulations containing 
the terms and conditions under which 
CCC may moke farm storage loans di¬ 
rectly to producers on. and purchases 
directly from, producers of fanners stock 
peanuts of any crop will be published 
separately in the Federal Recister. 

§ 14-16.2 Adnt in i»t ration. 

(a) Responsibility. Under the general 
direction and supervision of the Execu¬ 
tive Vice President, CCC. the Producer 
Associations Division, ASCS, will ad¬ 
minister this subpart. 

<b) Limitation of authority. County 
office managers. State and county A SC 
committees, and the associations do not 
have authority to modify or waive any 
of the provisions of this subpart or any 
amendments or supplements thereto. 

(c) Supervisory authority. No delega¬ 
tion of authority in this subpart shall 
preclude the Executive Vice President. 
CCC, or Ills designee, from determining 
any questions arising under the regula¬ 
tions or from reversing or modifying any 
determination made pursuant to such 
delegation. 

6 1446.3 Definition*. 

As used In this subpart, and in instruc¬ 
tions and documents in connection here¬ 
with. the words and phrases defined In 
this section shall have the meanings 
herein assigned to them unless the con¬ 
text or subject matter otherwise requires. 

(a) ASCS. The Agricultural Stabiliza¬ 
tion and Conservation Service of the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

(b) CCC. The Commodity Credit Cor¬ 
poration. an agency and instrumentality 
of the United States within the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. 

(c) County office. The office of the 
ASC county committee where records for 
the farm are kept. 

(d) Effective farm allotment. The ef¬ 
fective farm peanut acreage allotment 
for the applicable crop of peanuts, as de¬ 
fined in the marketing quota regulations. 


(e) Farm. A farm, as defined in the 
Regulations Governing Reconstitution of 
Farms. Allotments, and Bases, as amend¬ 
ed. for the applicable crop of peanuts. 
Part 719 of this title, which in general 
define a farm os all adjoining or nearby 
farmland which is operated by one 
person. 

<f) Farmers stock peanuts. Picked or 
threshed peanuts produced in the United 
States which have not been shelled, 
crushed, cleaned or otherwise changed 
(except for removal of foreign material, 
loose shelled kernels, and excess mois¬ 
ture) from the state in which picked or 
threshed peanuts are customarily mar¬ 
keted by producers. 

(g) Farm peanut acreage. The farm 
peanut acreage for the applicable crop 
determined in accordance with the mar¬ 
keting quota regulations which, in gen¬ 
eral, define such acreage as the total 
acreage of peanuts on the farm which is 
picked or threshed. 

(h> Form MQ-94. Inspection Certif¬ 
icate and Sales Memorandum for farm¬ 
ers stock peanuts. 

(i) Inspector. A Federal or Federtii- 
State inspector authorized or licensed by 
the Secretary, U.8. Department of Agri¬ 
culture. 

<j) Lot. That quantity of farmers 
stock or shelled peanuts for which one 
Form MQ-94 or other inspection certifi¬ 
cate is Issued. 

(k) Marketing quota regulations The 
Allotment and Marketing Quota Regula¬ 
tions for Peanuts as amended, issued by 
the Administrator, ASCS. and effective 
for the applicable crop. Part 729 of this 
title. 

(!) Marketing year. The period be¬ 
ginning on August 1 of the year In which 
peanuts of the applicable crop arc 
planted and ending on July 31 of the 
following year. 

(m) Net weight. That weight of farm¬ 
ers stock or shelled peanuts obtained by 
multiplying the gross scale weight of 
peanuts by n percentage equal to 100 per¬ 
cent minus the sum of the percentages of 
(1) foreign material, and (2) moisture in 
excess of 7 percent in the Southwestern 
and Southeastern areas, and 8 percent 
in the Virglnia-Carolina area. 

<n) Peanut receiving and warehouse 
contract. Form CCC-1028 Identity Pre¬ 
served (Segregation 1 and Segregation 
2); Form CCC-1028-A (commingled) : or 
Form CCC-1028-B Identity Preserved 
(Segregation 3). 

(o) Price sujyport value. The value of 
a lot of farmers stock peanuts computed 
on the basis of the weight, quality and 
type of such peanuts and the support 
price for such peanuts as shown on the 
Price Support Schedule for such type 
appearing In the applicable annual sup¬ 
plement to this subpart. 

(p) Segregation 1 peanuts. Farmers 
stock peanuts with (1) at least 99 per¬ 
cent peanuts of one type. (2) not more 
than 2 percent damaged kernels, and 
(3) not more than 1 percent concealed 
damage caused by rancidity, mold or 
decay. 

(q) Sound mature kernels. Kernels 
which are free from “damage'* and 
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-minor defect*," a* defined In the U.8. 
StAP.darda for the applicable type of pea¬ 
nut $ effective on the date of the Inspec¬ 
tion. and which will not pass through 
screens with the following openings: 

(1) by ¥4 Inch in the case of Span¬ 
ish and Valencia type peanuts. 

(2) J %4 by 1 inch screen In the case of 
Virginia type peanuts. 

1 3) l %i by % inch In the case of Run¬ 
ner type peanuts. 

(r) Extra large kernels. Shelled Vir¬ 
ginia type peanuts which will not pass 
through a screen having 21.5/64- by 1- 
tnch openings and which are "whole” 
and free from “minor defects” and 
-damage," as such terms arc defined In 
thr U-S, Standards for Shelled Virginia 
type peanuts effective on the date of In¬ 
action. 

(s) Type. The generally known types 
of peanuts tl.e.. Runner, Spanish, Valen¬ 
cia, and Virginia). as defined in the mar¬ 
keting quota regulations. 

U> Valencia type peanuts suitable for 
cleaning and roasting . Valencia type pea¬ 
nut containing not more than 25 per¬ 
cent peanuts having shells damaged by 
(1) ^coloration, (2) cracks or broken 
ends, or (3) both. 

tu) Within Quota card. Form MQ-76 
'Peanuts). Peanut Within Quota Mar¬ 
keting card for the applicable crop Is¬ 
sued pursuant to the marketing quota 

regulations. 

Warehouse Storage Loans 

§ 1*1464 Availability of w«rchcm*e •tor- 
age loan#. 

<&) Loans to associations. CCC will 
make warehouse storage loans to the as¬ 
sociations specified In 9 1446.1 which con¬ 
tract with CCC to arrange for the stor¬ 
ing and handling of eligible farmers 
stock peanuts, make advances to eligible 
producers on such peanuts, and use such 
peanuts as collateral for loans to be ob¬ 
tained from CCC. Such loans will ma¬ 
ture on demand. 

(b) Areas. Price support advances will 
be available in the following areas: 

<1) Tlie Southeastern area consisting 
of the States of Alabama, Georgia. Mis¬ 
sissippi, Florida, and that part of South 
Carolina south and west of the Santee- 
Ccngaree-Broad Rivers. 

(2) The Southwestern area consisting 
of the States of Arizona. Arkansas, Cali¬ 
fornia, Louisiana. New Mexico, Okla¬ 
homa, and Texas. 

f 3) The Virginia-Carolina area con- 
HJting of the 8tates of Missouri. North 
Carolina, Tennessee. Virginia, and that 
Part of South Carolina north and east 
of th< tee-Congaree-Broad Rivers. 

(c) Where available. Price support ad¬ 
vances will be available to eligible pro¬ 
ducers at warehouses which have entered 
into peanut receiving and warehouse 
contracts with the association. Such con¬ 
tracts will require the warehouses to in¬ 
form producers that price support ad¬ 
vances are available and to make ad- 
'mcea to eligible producers on eligible 
****JttU1 tendered for price support as 
^ovided In paragraph (g) of this section. 

•e names and locations of such ware- 
1 uses may be obtained from the office 
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of the appropriate association or from an 
ASCS State or county office. The associa¬ 
tions shall pledge to CCC all eligible 
peanuts upon which they have made 
price support advances as security for 
loans obtained pursuant to agreements 
with CCC. 

(d> Time. Price support advances to 
eligible producers on peanuts of any crop 
will be available from time of harvest 
through January 31 following the begin¬ 
ning of the marketing year on such crop, 
or such later date as may be established 
by the Executive Vloe President, CCC. If 
the final date of availability falls on a 
nonworkday for the association, the ap¬ 
plicable final date shall be the next 
workday. 

(e) Inspection. The type and quality 
of each lot of farmers stock peanuts de¬ 
livered to an association for a price sup¬ 
port advance shall be determined by an 
Inspector when such peanuts are re¬ 
ceived at a warehouse under contract 
with an association. The fee for such de¬ 
termination shall be paid by the associa¬ 
tion. 

(f) Producer agreement. To obtain a 
price support advance, the producer 
shall, in writing, authorize the associa¬ 
tion to pledge peanuts delivered to the 
association to CCC as collateral for a 
warehouse storage loan, and relinquish 
any right to redeem or obtain possession 
of such peanuts. 

(g) Advance to producer. For each lot 
of eligible peanuts received, the associa¬ 
tion will make a price support advance 
to the producer in an amount equal to 
the price support value of such peanuts, 
except that. In addition to the deductions 
specified in 9 1446.5, (1) the association 
will deduct from such advances and pay 
over to the proper State authorities any 
assessments or excise taxes Imposed 
by State law, and (2) the Southwestern 
Peanut Growers Association will, upon 
the prior agreement of the producer, de¬ 
duct from such advance an amount ap¬ 
proved by CCC, not to exceed 50 cents per 
net weight ton of peanuts upon which, 
such advance was made, to be used In 
payment for Its peanut activities outside 
the price support program. 

Ch> Fraud of producer. The making 
of any fraudulent representation by a 
producer In the loan documents or in ob¬ 
taining a loan or advance shall render 
him subject to criminal prosecution un¬ 
der Federal law. The producer shall be 
personally liable to CCC. aside from any 
additional liability under criminal or 
civil frauds statutes, for the amount of 
such advance and for all costs which 
CCC would not have Incurred except for 
the producer's fraudulent representa¬ 
tion. together with Interest upon such 
amounts at the rate of G percent per an¬ 
num : Provided , That the producer shall 
be given credit for the proceeds received 
by CCC upon sale of the peanuts upon 
which such advance was made. 

§ 1446.5 Pnxluccr uuirblcdiif^ 

(a) Facility and drying equipment 
loans. If any installment or installments 
on any loan made by CCC on farm stor¬ 
age facilities or drying equipment are 
payable under the provisions of the note 
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evidencing such loan out of any amount 
due the producer under this subpart, the 
amount due the producer, after deduc¬ 
tion of amounts due prior lienholders, 
shall be applied to such installment(s>. 

(b) Producers listed on county debt 
record. If the producer U indebted to 
CCC or to any other agency of the United 
States and such indebtedness is listed 
on the county debt record, amounts due 
the producer under this subpart, after 
deduction of amounts due prior lienhold¬ 
ers and on farm storage facilities or 
drying equipment, shall be applied to 
such Indebtedness as provided In the 
Secretary's Setoff Regulations, Part 13 
of this title. 

(c) Producer's right. Compliance with 
the provisions of this section shall not 
deprive the producer of any right he 
would otherwise have to contest the just¬ 
ness of the indebtedivess involved In the 
setoff action either by administrative 
appeal or by legal action. 

§ 1446.6 Eligible producer. 

(a) Requirements. An eligible producer 
Is an individual, partnership, association, 
corporation, estate, trust, or other legal 
entity, and whenever applicable, a State, 
political subdivision of a State or any 
agency thereof, producing peanuts as a 
landowner, landlord, tenant, or share¬ 
cropper on a farm on which the form 
peanut acreage, determined In accord¬ 
ance with the Determination of Acreage 
and Compliance Regulations for the ap¬ 
plicable crop. Part 718 of this title, does 
not exceed the effective farm allotment 
established under the marketing quota 
regulations, or on a farm on which such 
acreage exceeds such allotment (1) If 
the producer establishes to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the ASC County Committee, as 
provided in paragraph <c) of this section, 
that he did not knowingly exceed such 
allotment, or <2) if a within quota mar¬ 
keting card Is issued to the producer 
upon the execution of Form MQ-92, Pea¬ 
nuts, as provided in Part 729 of this 
title and paragraph (b) of this section. 
No producer on a farm in a certification 
county for which the farm operator fails 
timely to file a certification of crop or 
land use acreages as required by 9 718 8b 
<c) of Part 718 of this title shall be eli¬ 
gible for price support, except as other¬ 
wise provided In paragraph (d> (2) of 
9 718.8b. 

<b> Agreement by operator of over¬ 
planted peanut farm. It a producer lias 
executed a Form MQ-92. Peanuts, Agree¬ 
ment by Operator of Overplanted Peanut 
Farm, and (1) the farm peanut acreage 
exceeded the effective farm allotment by 
not more than the larger of one-tenth 
acre or 2 percent of such allotment, pay¬ 
ment of the liquidated damages specified 
In the agreement will not be required If 
the ASCS State Executive Director, or In 
his absence, the Acting Executive Direc¬ 
tor, determines that the breach of such 
agreement was unintentional and oc¬ 
curred despite a bona fide effort by the 
operator and other producers on the 
farm to comply with such agreement, or 
(2) the farm peanut acreage exceeded 
the effective farm allotment by more 
than the larger of one-tenth acre or 2 
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percent of such allotment, payment of 
the liquidated damages will not be re¬ 
quired if the ASC State Committee 
makes the determination specified in 
subparagraph (1) of this paragraph and 
also determines that the amount by 
which the farm peanut acreage exceeded 
the effective farm allotment was so small 
in relation to such allotment that it did 
not materially Impair CCC's price support 
operations, 

<c> Determination that producer un- 
knowingly exceeded the effective farm 
allotment. A producer on a farm on 
which the farm pen nut acreage exceeds 
the effective farm allotment shall be con¬ 
sidered not to have knowingly exceeded 
such allotment, if (1 ) the excess acreage 
is determined, in accordance with the 
marketing quota regulations, to be zero. 

(2) payment of the liquidated damages 
provided for as the result of a breach 
of the terms of Form MQ-92—Peanuts Is 
not required under paragraph (b) of this 
section, (3) an erroneous notice of meas¬ 
ured acreage was issued to the producer 
and the farm peanut acreage is deemed 
to be equal to the effective farm allot¬ 
ment under the Determination of Acre¬ 
age and Compliance Regulations, Part 
718 of this title. <4) in certification coun¬ 
ties on farms with an effective allotment 
of more than 1 acre, such excess Is not 
more than the larger of 0.5 acre or 5 per¬ 
cent of the allotment, not to exceed 10 
acres, or (5) the producer exceeded the 
effective farm allotment under circum¬ 
stances which arc not provided for under 
subparagraphs Cl), (2>. (3). and C4) 
of this paragraph and the ASC County 
Committee determines that the producer 
unknowingly exceeded such allotment. 

(d) Estates and trusts . A receiver of 
an insolvent debtor's estate, an executor 
or an administrator of a deceased per¬ 
son's estate, a guardian of an estate or 
of a ward or incompetent person, and 
trustees of a trust estate shall be con¬ 
sidered to represent the insolvent debtor, 
the deceased person, the ward or in¬ 
competent, and the beneficiaries of a 
trust, respectively, and the production of 
the receiver, executor, administrator, 
guardian or trustees shall be considered 
to be the production of the person he 
represents. Loan documents executed by 
any such person shall be accepted by 
CCC only If they are legally valid and 
such person has the authority to sign the 
applicable documents. 

(c) Eligibility of minors . A minor who 
is otherwise an eligible producer shall be 
eligible for price support only If he meets 
one of the following requirements: (1) 
The right of majority has been conferred 
on him by court proceedings or by stat¬ 
ute; (2) a guardian has been appointed 
to manage his property and the appli¬ 
cable price support documents are signed 
by the guardian; or (3) a bond is fur¬ 
nished under which a surety guarantees 
to protect CCC from any loss incurred 
for which the minor would be liable had 
he been an adult. 

§1146.7 Eligible pennut*. 

(a) Eligible peanuts. Peanuts eligible 
for price support advances shall be farm¬ 
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ers stock peanuts of the applicable crop 
which were produced in the United 
States by an eligible producer, and 

(1) Which contain not more than 
10 percent moisture, and which if they 
have been mechanically dried, contain 
at least 6 percent moisture; 

(2) Which contain not more than 10 
percent foreign material; 

(3) Which were not produced In vio¬ 
lation of a restrictive lease on federally 
owned land, or on land owned by the 
Federal Government which was occupied 
by the producer without lease, permit, or 
other right of possession; 

(4) Which are free and clear of all 
liens and encumbrances, Including land¬ 
lord's lien, or if liens or encumbrances 
exist on the peanuts, acceptable waivers 
are obtained; and 

(5) In which the beneficial interest is 
in the producer who delivers them to the 
association and has always been In him 
or in him and a former producer whom 
he succeeded before they were harvested. 
To meet the requirements of succession 
to a former producer, the rights, respon¬ 
sibilities. and Interest of the former pro¬ 
ducer with respect to the farm on which 
the peanuts were produced shall have 
been substantially assumed by the person 
claiming succession. Mere purchase of a 
crop prior to harvest, without acquisi¬ 
tion of any additional interest In the 
farm on which the peanuts were pro¬ 
duced. shall not constitute succession. 
Any producer in doubt as to whether his 
interest in the peanuts complies with the 
requirements of this section should, be¬ 
fore applying for price support, make 
available to the ASC County Committee 
all pertinent information which will per¬ 
mit a determination with respect to suc¬ 
cession to be made by CCC. 

(6) Which arc. if delivered to the as¬ 
sociation In bags In the Southwestern 
area, in new or thoroughly cleaned used 
bags which are made of material, other 
than mesh or net, weighing not less than 
7Vg ounces nor more than 10 ounces per 
square yard and containing no sisal 
fibers, arc free from holes and are fin¬ 
ished at the top with either the selvage 
edge of the material, binding or a hem. 
Such bags shall be of uniform size ap¬ 
proximately 2 bushel capacity. 

Sueller Purchases 

§ 1446.10 CCC purrlmac* from idirUem. 

Sections 1446.10 through 1446.27 of 
this subpart contain the terms and con¬ 
ditions under which CCC will purchase 
farmers stock and shelled peanuts from 
eligible shellers. Such shellers may offer 
peanuts to CCC through the appropriate 
associations listed in the applicable an¬ 
nual supplement. 

§ 1446.11 Eligible »heller. 

To be eligible to sell peanuts to CCC 
under this subpart the sheiler shall: 

(a) File with the appropriate asso¬ 
ciation. not later than the date specified 
In the annual supplement, or such later 
date as may be approved by CCC, his no¬ 
tice of participation (the form of which 
will be furnished by the association), 
which includes the equal employment op¬ 


portunity representation required by the 
regulations under Executive Order 1 1246. 

<b> Execute and comply with any pea¬ 
nut marketing agreement approved by 
the Secretary of Agriculture relating to 
the applicable crop of peanuts. 

(c) Cooperate with the association 
and CCC in making price support avail¬ 
able to peanut producers by: (i) in¬ 
forming each producer, upon request, of 
the price support value of his peanuts, 
<2> paying producers not less than the 
price support value for each lot of farm¬ 
ers stock peanuts purchased, and <3) 
If requested by the association, making 
price support advances available to pro¬ 
ducers by entering into peanut receiving 
and warehouse contract(s) with the as¬ 
sociation unless all his storage space U 
needed in his normal milling operations 
and other storage space is not available 
to him in his area at reasonable cost 

(d) Provide that the type and quality 
of each lot of farmers stock peanuts re¬ 
ceived by the sheiler through purchase, 
loan or otherwise be determined by an 
inspector. The type and quality shall be 
shown on Form MQ-94 and be deter¬ 
mined In accordance with procedures of 
the Consumer and Marketing Service, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

(e) Furnish CCC an assurance. In hU 
notice of participation, that his coopera¬ 
tion with and participation in the pea¬ 
nut price support program for the appli¬ 
cable crop will be conducted, and his 
facilities operated. In compliance with 
all requirements imposed by or pursuant 
to the regulations governing nondis¬ 
crimination in federally assisted pro¬ 
grams of the Department of Agriculture, 
Part 15 of this title, which effectuate 
Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of W64. 

§ 1446.12 Peanut* excluded from pur* 
chase* 

CCC will not purchase from a sheiler 
(a) any loose shelled kernels, sheiler 
oilstock or pickouts which the sheiler U 
obligated under the marketing agreement 
to identify separately and to dispose of 
in accordance with limitations imposed 
in the marketing agreement. <b) any 
peanuts which are eligible for indemnifi¬ 
cation. or which would be eligible for In¬ 
demnification if sold commercially, un¬ 
der any peanut marketing agreement ap¬ 
proved by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
(c) any’ shelled peanuts which have been 
blanched ffor the purposes of this sec¬ 
tion, blanched peanuts are whole peanut 
kernels with 50 percent or more of their 
skins removed), or fd> a quantity of 
peanuts < farmers stock equivalent as de¬ 
termined by CCC) of any crop which ex¬ 
ceeds 90 percent of the quantity of Sew* 
gatlon 1 farmers stock peanuts of that 
crop purchased by the ahcller for whlcn 
producers received not less than their 
price support value, exclusive of any 
farmers stock peanuts purchased from 
CCC or an association for the restricted 
uses of crushing or export. 

§ 1446.13 Ineligible peanut*. 

(a) Rejection or sale, (1) CCC may re¬ 
fuse to accept delivery of. or may rejec* 
to the sheiler, any lot of peanuts or any 
portion thereof which (1) falh* to met 
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*11 of the applicable quality require¬ 
ment* of the subpart and the applicable 
annual supplement, <1J) was offered or 
delivered by a shelter who was not an 
eligible sheller. or (ill) was excluded 
from purchase under § 1446.12. With re¬ 
spect to any peanuts rejected, the sheller 
shall reimburse CCC for any transporta¬ 
tion. storage or handling charges Incur¬ 
red thereon by CCC. 

(2) If CCC has sold any lot of peanuts 
described in subparagraph (1) of this 
p innraph (a), the price paid the sheller 
shall be adjusted downward by CCC. in

jb) Time of offer and acceptance . The 
Giito the offer is received by the associa¬ 
tion shall be deemed to be the date of 
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the offer. If peanuts (other than farmers 
stock peanuts) are Inspected before they 
are offered to CCC. the offer must be re¬ 
ceived by the association within 9 days 
after the date of the Inspection certifi¬ 
cate, except that when the 9th day fol¬ 
lowing the date of the inspection certifi¬ 
cate Is a Saturday, Sunday, or a holiday, 
receipt of the offer by the association on 
the next regular working day will be con¬ 
sidered timely.

The Commission finds: In view of the 
fact that this statement of policy does

Adopted by the National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board at Its office In Wash- 
burton, D.C., on the 3d day of July 1967 
Part 401 of the National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board's Organizational Rules 
w intended to comply with the require¬ 
ments of the Freedom of Information 
Act of 1966 (Public Law 89—487, enacted 
July 4. 1966. effective July 4, 1967) which 
amended section 3 of the Administrative 
Procedure Act. The part initially sets 
rorth the Board's policy with reference 
w the disclosure of information to the 
describes the information 
^mcn will be made available to the pub- 
uc with respect to such information. 11 
utes where and when matters can b< 
by the public, the idenUty ol 
he custodian of the records, the proce- 
** * ollow *d by the public in 
identifying the Information sought, the 
' JL 10 Paid for copies and certain 

employees, and the pro¬ 
cure to be followed by members of the 
Pu lie who are denied access to certain 
Board information. 

It should also be noted that the regu- 
ua Identifies In general terms the 


Board information which will not be 
made public In accordance with the ex¬ 
emptions contained In the Freedom of 
Information Act. Specifically, the public's 
attention Is called to Information which 
the Board has determined under section 
1104 of the Federal Aviation Act of 1958, 
as amended, 49 U.S.C. 1504, it will not be 
in the public Interest to disclose; namely, 
information either oral or documentary 
In character which pertains to the Con¬ 
vention on International Civil Aviation 
(Chicago Convention). or which involves 
the interchange of ideas with the Inter¬ 
national Civil Aviation Organization 
(ICAO), or any member thereof, and in¬ 
formation which is obtained as a result 
of the Board's participation as an ac¬ 
credited representative observer or ad¬ 
visor in a foreign accident investigation. 
Such Information would include but not 
be limited to accident reports from for¬ 
eign governments, correspondence rela¬ 
tive thereto, or oral communications ex¬ 
changed between the Board or its em¬ 
ployees and the foreign government. 
Such information will be made available 
to the public where the foreign govern¬ 
ment indicates in writing it has no ob¬ 
jection to the disclosure thereof. 

Tile part identifies the Board employee 
who la custodian of records and provides 
that records can be inspected during the 
working hours of the Board (8:30 a.m. 
to 5 pin.). It also provides that copies 
of the Board documents can be obtained 
by members of the public upon the pay¬ 


ment of certain fees to the Board. The 
amount of the fees and the manner of 
payment are fully described in the regu¬ 
lation. In connection with the payment 
of fees, it should be noted that the NTSB 
Is continuing the practice of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board in imposing such fees 
and has adopted the CAB's fee bill as 
being consistent with the need of the 
Board of recovering a portion of its cost 
In supplying such services. These fees 
arc charged in line with the Congres¬ 
sional policy expressed in Title V of the 
Act of August 31. 1951. 5 U.S.C. 140, 
wherein Congress has stated: "that any 
work, service, publication, report, docu¬ 
ment, • • • or similar thing of value or 
utility, performed, furnished, provided, 
granted, prepared or Issued by any Fed¬ 
eral agency • • • to or for any person 
• • • except those engaged in the 
transaction of official business of the 
Oovcmment. shall be self-sustaining to 
the fullest extent possible." In order to 
accomplish this objective, section 140 of 
Title V authorizes the head of each 
agency to prescribe by regulation such 
fees and charges as he shall determine 
to be fair or equitable, "taking Into con¬ 
sideration indirect, or direct, cost of gov¬ 
ernment, value to the recipient, public 
policy or interest served and other perti¬ 
nent facts." The Bureau of the Budget, 
in implementing this policy has Issued 
Circular A-25, September 23.1959, which 
sets forth general policies for developing 
an equltablo and uniform system of 
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charges for certain government services. 
It should be noted that the Board has 
exempted governments or Instrumen¬ 
talities thereof, as well as foreign appli¬ 
cants, from the payment of the proposed 
fees, and the exemption also applies to 
persons engaged in a nonprofit activity 
designed for public safety, health, and 
welfare in the field of civil aeronautics 
or to colleges and universities. 

Finally, it should be noted that the 
part provides an administrative pro¬ 
cedure whereby a member of the public 
can ask for reconsideration of a re¬ 
fusal of the Executive Director, to per¬ 
mit disclosure thereof. In cases where 
the applicant has correctly identified the 
record and disclosure has been refused, 
the applicant can appeal the ruling of 
the Executive Director to the Chairman. 
The Chairman’s decision, in all cases, 
will be final. 

Since this part is merely a rule of or¬ 
ganization. and Is not in derogation of 
the rights of any person, notice and pub¬ 
lic hearing are not required, and the part 
may become effective upon less than 30 
days* notice. 

In consideration of the foregoing, a 
new Chapter III is hereby established 
in Title 14 to contain Parts 400 through 
490, and under Chapter III the NTSB 
adopts Part 401 of Its regulations il4 
CFR Part 401), effective July 4, 1967.

g 401.1 Applicability. 

<&> This part implements section 3 of 
the Administrative Procedure Act, 80 
Stat.

5 TL 8 .C. 552, and prescribes 
rules governing the availability to the 
public of the records and other written 
Information of the National Transpor¬ 
tation Safety Board (Board) . 

(b) This part applies only to infor¬ 
mation and records existing at the time 
a request therefor Is made. The Board 
is not required to supply or procure a 
record or other written information 
solely for the purpose of making it avail¬ 
able under this part. 

§401.2 Policy. 

It is the policy of the Board to make 
its Information and records available to 
the public to the greatest extent possible 
in keeping with the Congressional inten¬ 
tion expressed In section 3 of the Ad¬ 
ministrative Procedure Act, the national 
Interest, the protection of private rights, 
and the efficient conduct of the public 
business. All the records and other infor¬ 
mation of the Board, except those rec¬ 
ords and information which are neces¬ 
sarily and specifically made unavailable 
by section 3(e) of the Administrative 
Procedure Act, and which are described 
in Subpart D of this part, arc declared 
to be available to the public promptly 
and to the fullest extent consistent with 
this policy. 

g 101.3 \tlniinUlration of the pari. 

The overall authority to administer 
this part is delegated to the Board’s 
Executive Director. In cases where the 
head of the Board’s component is of the 
view that the information should be de¬ 
nied to the perron requesting it pursuant 
to 3 401.6, he shall so advise the Execu¬ 
tive Director. The initial agency decision 
to deny access to information will be 
made by the Executive Director. Appeals 
from such a denial may be made to the 
Board Chairman pursuant to f 401 25. 

Subpart B—Availability and Access to 

the Public of Board Information 

§401.4 Availability during working 
hour*. 

All documents except those exempted 
from pubUc disclosure In Subpart D of 
this part shall be made available for 
public inspection and copying during the 
working hours of the Board (8:30 a.m. to

(a) Copies of all records required to

However, if the 
fee cannot be ascertained from the ap¬ 
propriate schedule, the officer or em¬ 
ployee processing the request shall fur¬ 
nish an estimate of the fee to the pc: < n 
making the request. 

<d) Each record covered by this nub- 
part is available for Inspection and copy¬ 
ing during regular working hours at the 
facility in which it is located. Original 
records may be copied but may not be 
released from custody. 

§ 401.7 Rcquwl for rreurd* of eorwen* 
lo more* limn one* agenry. 

Any request for a record covered bv 
this subp&rt that 1s identifiable as beinn 
of concern to both the Board and an¬ 
other agency will be processed by th<* 
Board only II Its Interest in that record 
is the primary interest and only flft^r 
coordination with the other interested 
agency. If the Board's interest in tne 
record Is not the primary interest, the 
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request will be transferred to the agency 
having the primary Interest. 

§ fO 1.8 Protection of record*. 

<a> No person may steal, mutilate, 
obliterate, or destroy, in whole or In part, 
any record or other written information 
made available to him for Inspection or 
copying under this Part. 

b> Section Ml of Title 18 of the 
United States Code provides. In perti¬ 
nent part, as follows: 

Whoever • • • steals. purloins, or know¬ 
ingly converts to his use or the use of an¬ 
other, or without authority, sells, conveys or 
disposes of any record • • • or thing of 
value of the United State* or of any depart¬ 
ment or agency thereof • • • Shall be fined 
not man* than $10,000 or Imprisoned not 
mare than ten years or both: but If the 
value of such property does not exceed the 
mm of $100. he shall be fined not more than 
91.000 or imprisoned not more than 1 year, 
or both. • • • 


Section 2071 of Title 18 of the United

Material specifically required by Ex¬ 
ecutive orders to be withheld In the in¬ 
terest of national defense or foreign pol¬ 
icy Includes that within the scope of Ex¬ 
ecutive Order 10501 of November 5. 1953 
<3 CFR, 1949-53 Comp., p. 979), as 
amended by Executiv e Or der 11097 of 
February 28. 1963 (3 CFR. 1963. Supp.. 
p. 161). It will also Include any material 
described in any Executive order issued 
by the President dealing with matters 
not to be disclosed in the interest of for¬ 
eign policy. This material may not be 
made available for public inspection. 

§401,19 Material related solely to in¬ 
ternal rule# and prartiee*. 

(a) Material related solely to inter¬ 
nal rules and practices that may be with¬ 
held Includes memoranda pertaining to 
personnel matters such as stalling poli¬ 
cies and policies and procedures for the 
hiring, training, promotion, demotion, 
and discharge of employees. In addition. 
It Includes operating rules, practices, 
guidelines, and procedures for Board in¬ 
vestigators and examiners, the release 
of which would substantially Impair the 
effective performance of their duties. 

<b) The purpose of this section is to 
authorize the withholding of material 
that Is designed only for the guidance 
of Board personnel, including internal 
rules and practices that cannot be dis¬ 
closed to the public without substantial 
prejudice to the effective performance 
of a significant Board function. For ex¬ 
ample. a Board negotiator cannot bar¬ 
gain effectively If his instructions and 
limitations are known to the person with 
whom he is negotiating. Similarly, the ef¬ 
fectiveness of an authorized but unan¬ 
nounced inspection or audit would be de¬ 
stroyed If the circumstances under which 
that inspection or audit would be held 
were public knowledge. 

§ 401.20 Matters exempted from dis¬ 
closure by statute. 

fa) Applicable statutes that specifi¬ 
cally authorize or require the withhold¬ 
ing of material from public Inspection 
include— 

(1) Section 1472(f) of Title 49. United 
States Code, which prohibits any mem¬ 
ber of the Board or any officer or em¬ 
ployee of the Board from divulging cer¬ 
tain information which may come to 
his knowledge during the course of an 
examination of the account, records, and 
memorandums of any air carrier. 

(2) Section 1504 of Title 49. United 
States Code, authorizes the Board to or¬ 
der certain Information withheld from 
public disclosure w hen in its judgment a 
disclosure of such information would ad¬ 
versely affect the interests of a person 
and is not required in the interest of the 
public. All information ordered by the 
Board to be held confidential under this 
section will not be disclosed to the pub¬ 
lic and. In addition, the Board has 
determined that It will not be in the in¬ 
terest of the public to disclose (1) any in¬ 
formation or documents in the Board s 
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possession dealing with or related to the 
Board’s position or construction of the 
provisions of the Annexes to the Chicago 
Convention (61 Stat. 1180). and 01) any 
information obtained by the Board or the 
Board personnel as a result of participa¬ 
tion by the Board and Its personnel In 
accident Investigations In foreign coun¬ 
tries. unless the country of occurrence 
notifies the Board in writing that it has 
no objection to a disclosure of such 
information. 

§ 401.21 Trails vrrrh nml privileged or 
confidential information- 

(a) Trade secrets and privileged or 
confidential information, including the 
following, may be withheld from public 
inspection: 

(1) Information furnished by any per¬ 
son, to the extent that the person fur¬ 
nishing the information would not cus¬ 
tomarily release it to the public; 

(2) Information furnished and ac¬ 
cepted in confidence; 

(3) A statement of financial interests 
furnished by any employee of the Board; 

(4) Information customarily subject 
to doctor-patient, lawyer-client, priest- 
penitent. or similar privileges. 

(b) The purpose of this section Is to 
authorize the withholding of material 
that is customarily privileged as is ap¬ 
propriately given to the Board in con¬ 
fidence. It assures the confidentiality of 
information obtained by the Board 
through questionnaires and required re¬ 
ports to Uie extent that the information 
would not customarily be made public by 
the person from which it was obtained. In 
any case In which the Board has obli¬ 
gated Itself In good faith not to disclose 
Information It receives, this section au¬ 
thorizes the Board to honor that 
obligation. 

§ 101.22 IntragovrriunetiUl exchange*. 

(a) Any memorandum, letter, report, 
or similar document prepared by a Gov¬ 
ernment officer or employee for internal 
Government use may be withheld from 
public Inspection to the extent that It 
contains— 

(1) Opinions, advice, deliberations, or 
recommendations made In the course of 
developing official action by the Govern¬ 
ment; or 

(2) Material concerning any pending 
matter. Including any claim or other dis¬ 
pute to be resolved before a court of law. 
administrative board, hearing officer, or 
contracting officer. 

However, material covered by subpara¬ 
graph (2) of this paragraph will be made 
available to the public to the extent 
that material could be made available 
by the Board under the discovery pro¬ 
cedures applicable to that claim or other 
dispute. 

(b) The purpose of this section is to 
protect the full and frank exchange of 
ideas, views, and opinions necessary for 
the effective functioning of the Govern¬ 
ment. These resources must be fully and 
readily available to those officials upon 
whom the responsibility rests to take 
official Board action. Its purpose Is also 


to protect against the premature dis¬ 
closure of materia] that is In the develop¬ 
ment stage If premature disclo jre 
would be detrimental to the authorized 
and appropriate purposes for which the 
material Is being used, or if, becaiLv of 
its tentative nature, the material Is liki*. 
ly to be revised or modified before it 
Is officially presented to the public 

(c) Examples of materials covered by 
this section include staff papers contain¬ 
ing advice, opinions, or suggestion*, pre¬ 
liminary to a decision or action; advar.ee 
Information on such things as propo^d 
plans to procure, lease, or Otherwise hire 
and dispose of materials, real estate, or 
facilities; documents exchanged pre¬ 
paratory to anticipated legal proc. cl¬ 
ings; material Intended for public re¬ 
lease at a specified future time, if pre¬ 
mature disclosure would be detrimental 
to orderly processes of the Board; rec¬ 
ords of inspections, investigations. and 
surveys pertaining to Internal manage¬ 
ment of the Board; and matters that 
would not be routinely disclosed In litiga¬ 
tion but which are likely to be the sub¬ 
ject of litigation. 

§ 401.23 Protection of peraonnl pri'art. 

(a) Any of the following personnel, 
medical, or similar information may, if 
its disclosure would be a clearly unwar¬ 
ranted Invasion of personal privacy, be 
withheld from public Inspection; 

(1) Personnel and background In¬ 
formation personal to any officer or em¬ 
ployee of the Board or other person: 

(2) Medical histories and Information 
concerning individuals, including appli¬ 
cants for Ucenses; 

(3) Any other detailed record identi¬ 
fiable with a particular person. 

(b) The purpose of this section is to 
provide a proper balance between the 
protection of personal privacy and the 
preservation of the public’s right to 
Board Information by authorizing the 
withholding of Information, the use of 
which might hArass the Individual or 
interfere with his personal privacy. 

§ 401.24 Investigating file# compiled for 
law enforcement purposes except 1° 
tl»e extent available by law to * 
private party. 

(a) Files compiled by the Board for 
law enforcement purposes, including the 
enforcement of the regulations of the 
Board, may be withheld from public in¬ 
spection except to the extent available 
by law to a private party. 

(b) The purpose of this section is to 
protect from disclosure the law enforce¬ 
ment flies of the Board, including files 
prepared in connection with related liti¬ 
gation and adjudicative proceedings It 
includes the enforcement not only of 
criminal statutes but all kinds of laws. 
While it confirms the availability to liti¬ 
gants of documents from investigatory 
files to the extent that Congress and the 
courts have made them available, it en¬ 
sures that tiie litigant is not given any 
earlier or greater access to investigatory 
material than be w'ould have directly in 
litigation or other enforcement proceed¬ 
ings.

Subpart E—Administrative Review

§ t01.25 General. 

i a) Each officer or employee of the 
Board who. upon a request by a number 
of the public for a record or other in¬ 
formation under this part, determines 
not to make that Information available 
shall give his reasons therefor to the 
Executive Director. .The Executive Di¬ 
rector shall then determine whether or 
not the Information will be disclosed and 
shall advise the person seeking such in¬ 
formation of his determination. 

(b) Any person to whom a record or 
other information is not made available 
within 14 days after his request is made, 
or who is denied such record or Informa¬ 
tion by the Executive Director, may ap¬ 
ply to the Chairman of the Board for 
reconsideration of the request. , 

<c> Each application for reconsidera¬ 
tion must be in writing and must Include 
all information and arguments relied 
upon by the person making the request. 

(d) Whenever the Executive Director, 
or the Chairman, determines it to be 
necessary, he may require the person 
nuking the request to furnish additional 
information, or proof of factual allega¬ 
tions. and may order other proceedings 
appropriate in the circumstances. 

(c) A decision by the Chairman not 
to make a record or information avail¬ 
able Is considered to be a refusal by the 
Board for the purposes of section 3(c) of 
the Administrative Procedure Act.

(c) The DD Form 2, printed in red 
security-type ink on a paper insert with 
a light red background and laminated 
between two (2) sheets of plastic, shall 
be Issued to members of the Reserve 
Components who are not otherwise 
entitled to either of the cards prescribed 
in paragraph (a) or <b) of this section. 

§ 67.4 Procedures. 

(a) The method of control and record 
of issuance of the DD Forms 2 shall be 
as determined by the respective Mili¬ 
tary Departments. 

(b) Positive statement of entitlement 
to health care benefits under the provi¬ 
sions of Public Law 614, 89th Congress 
will not be entered on DD Forms 2 
(gray). Potential sources of care will as¬ 
sume entitlement in the absence of a 
negative statement in this regard. 

<c> DD Forms 2 (gray) will not be 
reissued for the sole purpose of covering 
entitlement to new medical benefits au¬ 
thorized by Public Law 89-614, except 
In the following cases;

(a) Installation: Includes all build¬ 
ings and facilities owned by the Military 
Departments whether or not operated 
by a component of the DoD. It excludes 
buildings and facilities leased in whole or 
In part by DoD components except where 
the DoD component, in consultation with 
the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare, determines that exclusion 
of such buildings or facilities would 
seriously Impair the ability to abate air 
pollution resulting from the activities 
of the DoD component. 

(b) United States: The 50 States, the 
District of Columbia, the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands. Guam, 
and American Samoa. 

(c) Cost of Remedial Measures: 
Funds which must be specifically pro¬ 
vided for in the DoD budget for the pur¬ 
pose of accomplishing the required meas¬ 
ures. (Generally, this will mean the 
capital costs of equipment and installa¬ 
tion, but not maintenance and operating 
costs.) 

(d> Existing Facilities: Facilities for 
which construction contracts were 
awarded prior to August 1968 as well as 
facilities already in operation. 

§ 212. X Policy. 

(a) Pursuant to Executive Order 11282, 
“Prevention, Control, and Abatement of 
Air Pollution by Federal Activities/* May 
25, 1966, projects proposed for approval 
in the Five Year Defense Program and 
projects included in budget requests for 
new facilities and buildings in the United 
States must provide for the installation 
of air pollution control equipment where 
necessary. Accordingly, the annual sub¬ 
mission of the military construction pro¬ 
grams by DoD components shall be ac¬ 
companied by a statement indicating 
compliance with the above requirement 
of Executive Order 11282, “Prevention, 
Control, and Abatement of Air Pollution 
by Federal Activities/* May 25.

(b) Air pollution control systems shall 
be designed to meet the standards con¬ 
tained in Executive Order 11282, “Pre¬ 
vention, Control, and Abatement of Air 
Pollution by Federal Activities/* May 25, 
1966, and Department of Health. Educa¬ 
tion, and Welfare “Performance Stand¬ 
ards and Techniques of Measurement/* 
June 2, 1966 (42 CFR 76.1-76.9). 

(c) Pursuant to Bureau of the Budget 
Circular No. A-78, “Air Pollution from 
Federal Activities/’ August 6. 1966, con¬ 
struction contracts which have been or 
will be awarded subsequent to August 6, 
1966. must meet the requirements and 
procedures specified for new installations 
in Executive Order 11282, “Prevention, 
Control, and Abatement of Air Pollution 
by Federal Activities.” May 25, 1966, and 
Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare “Performance Standards and 
Techniques of Measurement/* June 2. 
1966 (42 CFR 76.1-76.9). If necessary to 


comply with this policy, change orders 
will be Issued to contracts which have 
been awarded prior to receipt of this Part 
and financed from within existing avail¬ 
able funds. 

(d) DoD Components may communi¬ 
cate directly with the Division of Air 
Pollution, Department of Health. Edu¬ 
cation, and Welfare, for advice and as¬ 
sistance concerning compliance with 
Executive Order 11282. “Prevention, 
Control, and Abatement of Air Pollution 
by Pcderal Activities/* May 25. 1966, and 
Department of Health. Education, and 
Welfare “Performance Standards and 
Techniques of Measurement/* June 2,

(e) DoD Components will cooperate 
with the Division of Air Pollution, 
Health.

Each DoD Component will submit to 
the Assistant Secretary of Defense (In¬ 
stallations and Logistics) a phased and 
orderly plan for the prevention, control, 
or abatement of air pollution from exist¬ 
ing facilities. Prior to submission to the 
ASD<I&L>. these plans will be reviewed 
by the DoD Environmental Pollution 
Control Committee (sec DoD Directive 
5100.50. '’Environmental Pollution Con¬ 
trol.”

This part establishes Department of 
Defense procedures for developing and 


submitting plans for Installing improve¬ 
ments needed to abate water pollution 
emanating from DoD Installations, in 
implementation of Executive Order 
11288, "Prevention. Control, and Abate¬ 
ment of Water Pollution by Federal Ac¬ 
tivities," July 2. 1966; Bureau of the 
Budget Circular No. A-81, “Reporting 
Requirements ln Connection with Pre¬ 
vention. Control and Abatement of 
Water Pollution by Federal Activities”

§ 243.2 Applicability. 

The provisions of this part apply to all 
components of the Department of De¬ 
fense and to all contractor activities lo¬ 
cated on real property under the Juris¬ 
diction of the Department of Defense. 

§ 243.3 Definitions. 

For purposes of this part the following 
definitions apply: 

<a> Installation: Includes all buildings 
and facilities owned by the Military De¬ 
partments whether or not operated by 
a component of the DoD. It excludes 
buildings and faculties leased ln whole 
or in part by DoD Components except 
where the DoD Component, in consulta¬ 
tion with the Department of Interior, de¬ 
termines that exclusion of such build¬ 
ings or facilities would seriously Impair 
the ability to abate water pollution re¬ 
sulting from the activities of the DoD 
Component. 

(b) United States: The 50 States, the 
District of Columbia, the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands. Guam, 
and American Samoa. 

(c) Cost of Remedial Measures: Funds 
which must be specifically provided for 
In the DoD budget for the purpose of 
accomplishing the required water pol¬ 
lution control measures. This will In¬ 
clude design and engineering costs, cap¬ 
ital cost of structures, equipment and 
cost of installation, but not the annual 
maintenance and operating costs. 

(d) Existing Faculties: Facilities for 
which construction contracts were 
awarded prior to AprU 1. 1967. as well 
as facilities already in operation. 

g 243.4 Policy. 

(a) Pursuant to Executive Order 
11288, "Prevention, Control, and Abate¬ 
ment of Water Pollution by Federal Ac¬ 
tivities," July 2, 1966, projects proposed 
for approval In the 5-year defense pro¬ 
gram and projects included in budget 
requests for new faculties and buildings 
ln the United States must provide for 
the installation of water pollution con¬ 
trol equipment where necessary Accord¬ 
ingly. the annual submission of the mili¬ 
tary construction programs by DoD Com¬ 
ponents shall be accompanied by a state¬ 
ment Indicating compliance with the 
above requirement of Executive Order 
11288, "Prevention, Control, and Abate¬ 
ment of Water Pollution by Federal Ac¬ 
tivities." July 2. 1966.

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(b) Water pollution abatement proj¬ 
ects will. In general, be included In the 
military construction programs. Projects 
of $25,000 or less may be Included In the 
operation and maintenance programs. 
Projects at Industrial plants or at re¬ 
search and development installations will 
be programed In accordance with 
established procedures for the construc¬ 
tion of facilities at those installations. 
Pollution abatement projects constructed 
solely for family housing should be In¬ 
cluded In family housing programs. All 
programing and changes thereto will be 
accomplished through the established 
procedures governing ail programs in the 
5-year defense program. 

<c> Water pollution control systems 
shall be designed to meet the standards 
contained in Executive Order 11288, 

’ Prevention, Control, and Abatement of 
Water Pollution by Federal Activities/* 
July 2. 1966. 

<d) Pursuant to Bureau of the Budget 
Circular No. A-81, “Reporting Require¬ 
ments in Connection with Prevention, 
Control, and Abatement of Water Pol¬ 
lution by Federal Activities/' March 30. 
1967, construction contracts which have 
been or will be awarded subsequent to 
April 1,1967, must meet the requirements 
and procedures specified for new instal¬ 
lations in Executive Order 11288, ' Pre¬ 
vention, Control, and Abatement of 
Water Pollution Federal Activities," 
July 2, 1966. If necessary to comply with 
this policy, change orders will be issued 
to contracts which have been awarded 
prior to receipt of this Part and financed 
from within existing available funds. 

(e) DoD Components may communi¬ 
cate directly with the Division of Federal 
Activities Coordination. Federal Water 
Pollution Control Administration. De¬ 
partment of the Interior, or with the ap¬ 
propriate Regional Director of that Ad¬ 
ministration for advice and assistance 
concerning compliance with Executive 
Order 11288, “Prevention. Control, and 
Abatement of Water Pollution by Fed¬ 
eral Activities," July 2,1966 

<f> DoD Components will cooperate 
with the Federal Water Pollution Con¬ 
trol Administration by furnishing perti¬ 
nent data, including survey Information, 
concerning potential water pollution 
sources at DoD installations. 

§ 243.5 Plan for e\i«ting facilities 

(a) The phased and orderly fiscal 
plan for control of water pollution which 
was submitted to the Bureau of the 
Budget on July 1, 1966, will be updated 
and revised, as necessary, by each DoD 
Component and submitted to the Assist¬ 
ant Secretary of Defense < Installations 
and Logistics) by June 15, 1967. Prior to 
submission to the A5D<I&L). these plans 
will be reviewed by the DoD Environ¬ 
mental Pollution Control Committee (see 
DoD Directive 5100.50. “Environmental 
Pollution Control/' January 4. 1966 (31 
F.R. 849)). The plan for each DoD Com¬ 
ponent should cover conditions as of 
April 1. 1967, and should provide for 
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compliance with Executive Order 11288. 
“Prevention, Control, and Abatement of 
Water Pollution by Federal Activities." 
July 2, 1966, at all DoD installations by 
the end of fiscal year 1972. 

(b) Twenty (20) copies each of For¬ 
mat A, “Water Pollution Control—Re¬ 
quirements Planned by Installation" 
(J 243.8) and Format B. “Water Pollu¬ 
tion Control-Summary Financing Plan" 
(9 243.9) will be submitted for each In¬ 
stallation which is below the general 
standards set forth In Executive Order 
11288. "Prevention, Control, and Abate¬ 
ment of Water Pollution by Federal Ac¬ 
tivities," July 2. 1966. Format B (5 243.9) 
will list all installations covered in For¬ 
mat A in order of their recommended 
priority in funding the required remedial 
measures. Amounts in the "total" column 
of Format B should equal the total 
amount indicated for each project In 
section 7 on Format A. Installations will 
be designated in the same manner as 
used in the Annual Real Property Inven¬ 
tory furnished the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration pursuant to Subchapter A. 
Part 101-3 of the Federal Property 
Management Regulations. 

g 213.6 Annual progrr-* report* and 
revised plan*. 

Each DoD Component will submit 
twenty (20) copies of an annual fiscal 
year progress report <Format C (9 243.- 
10) to the ASD(I&L)) describing prog¬ 
ress in accomplishing the objectives of 
the pollution abatement plan by June 15, 
1967, and by the first of June of each 
year thereafter, covering conditions 
existing os of April 1, or when appropri¬ 
ate. conditions anticipated by June 30 of 
the year in which submitted.

<ii) The report for each installation 
will also Include the specific prevention, 
control or abatement measures (a) com¬ 
pleted during the preceding fiscal year, 
and (6) the progress on remedial meas¬ 
ures for which work has been started, 
but not yet completed. 

(b» Revised plans: If changed condi¬ 
tions. such as the nature or volume of the 
water pollutant discharged, have c&ur.ed 
a previously nonpolluting installation to 
contribute to pollution, a Format A 
(9 243.8) will be submitted for that In¬ 
stallation os part of the DoD Compo¬ 
nent's annual report. If such chained 
conditions, unanticipated budgetary no¬ 
tion. or other factors have made revisions 
in a DoD Component's overall plan nec¬ 
essary. a revised financing plan (Format 
B. 9 243.9) will also be submitted as part 
of the Annual report.

g 2.1 Inspection. 

Records of the Department of the In¬ 
terior which are available to the public 
may be Inspected or copied by any person 
during the normal business hours at the 
office In which the records are located. 
Requests to inspect or to obtain copies of 
records shall be handled as promptly as 
possible with due regard for the dispatch 
of other public business. While there is 
no general requirement that requests to 
Inspect must be in writing, applicants 
may be required to file written requests 
In Instances In which such action will 
assist In the search for the records 
sought or In the orderly filling of such 
requests. A request to inspect or to ob¬ 
tain copies of a record must contain a 
reasonably specific description of the 
records sought. 

g 2.2 Determination* a* to availability of 
record*. 

(a) Section 552 of Title 5, U.S. Code, 
as amended by Public Law 90-23 (the 
act codifying the “Public Information 
Act**) requires that Identifiable agency 
records be made available for inspection. 
Subsection (b)' of section 552 exempts 


’Subsection (b) of section 552 provides 
that: 

(b) ThU section does not apply to matters 
that are— 

(1) Specifically required by Executive or¬ 
der to be kept secret In the Interest of the 
national defense or foreign policy; 

(2) Related solely to the Internal person¬ 
nel rules and practices of an agency; 

(3) Specifically exempted from disclosure 
by statute; 

(4) Trade secrets and commercial or fi¬ 
nancial information obtained from a person 
and privileged or confidenUal; 

(5) Interagency or intra-agency memo¬ 
randums or letters which would not be avail¬ 
able by law to a party other than an agency 
In litigation with the agency; 

(6) Personnel and medical files and sim¬ 
ilar files the disclosure of which would con¬ 
stitute a clearly unwarranted Invasion of 
personal privacy; 

(7) Investigatory files compiled for law 
enforcement purposes except to the extent 
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several categories of records from the 
general requirement but does not require 
the withholding from inspection of all 
records which may fall within the cate¬ 
gories exempted. Accordingly, no request 
made of a field office to inspect a record 
shall be denied unless the head of the 
office or such higher held authority as 
the head of the bureau may designate 
shall determine <1) that the record falls 
within one or more of the categories ex¬ 
empted and (2) either that disclosure is 
prohibited by statute or Executive order 
or that sound grounds exist which re¬ 
quire the Invocation of the exemption. A 
request to inspect a record located In the 
headquarters office of a bureau shall not 
be denied except on the basis of a similar 
determination made by the head of the 
bureau or his designee, and a request 
made to Inspect a record located in a 
major organizational unit of the Office 
of the Secretary shall not be denied ex¬ 
cept on the basis of a similar determina¬ 
tion by the head of that unit. Officers 
and employees of the Department shall 
be guided by the M Attorney General's 
Memorandum on the Public Information 
Section of the Administrative Procedure 
Act" of June 1967. 

(b) An applicant may appeal from 
a determination that a record is not 
available for Inspection to the Solicitor 
of the Department of the Interior, who 
may exercise all of the authority of the 
Secretary of the Interior In this regard. 
The Deputy Solicitor may decide such 
appeals and may exercise all of the au¬ 
thority of the Secretary in this regard. 

| 2.3 Charge*. 

fa) No charge shall be made for the 
Inspection of any record available pur¬ 
suant to the provisions of section 2.4. 
No charge shall be made In connection 
with requests to inspect Identifiable 
records In those instances Involving no 
search or only a nominal search for the 
records. In those Instances in which a 
request to Inspect a record requires more 
than a nominal search, a charge shall be 
made (in accordance with the policy of 
Bureau of the Budget Circular A-25, 
“User Charges’*) which covers the cost 
of the service. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided in 
this section, a charge sliall be made for 
a copy of a record. Such charge shall be 
at a rate that recovers the full cost of 
rendering the service In accordance with 
the policy of Bureau of the Budget Cir¬ 
cular A-25.

(c) A charge of 25 cents may be 
made for each certificate or verification 
attached to authenticated copies of rec¬ 
ords furnished to the public. 

<d> No charge shall be made for 
furnishing unnuthenticated copies of

(e) No charge sliall be mode for 
the making or verifying of copies of rec¬ 
ords which are required for official use 
by the officers of any branch of the 
Government. 

(f) No charge shall be made for fur¬ 
nishing one copy of a personal document 
(eg,, a birth certificate) to a person 
who has been required to furnish it for 
retention by the Department. 

(g) A copy of the transcript of a hear¬ 
ing before a hearing board In an adverse 
action or grievance proceeding shall be 
furnished without charge to the em¬ 
ployee for whom the hearing was held. 

(h) Money received from the collec¬ 
tion of charges fixed under this section 
shall be deposited In the Treasury to the 
credit of the appropriation current and 
chargeable for the cost of furnishing the 
copies. 

(1) Copies of records may be provided 
free: 

(1) To press, radio, television, and 
newsreel representatives for dissemina¬ 
tion to the general public. 

(2) To donors with respect to the 
original of their gift, individuals or as¬ 
sociations having an official voluntary or 
cooperative relationsliip to an agency in 
rendering assistance toward its work, or 
national governments and international 
agencies when furnishing the sen ice 
without charge is an approbate 
courtesy.

This category includes cases 
where the fee for the service would be 
Included in a billing against the Gov¬ 
ernment (for example, in cost-type con¬ 
tracts. or In the case of private physi¬ 
cians who are treating Government 
beneficiaries at Government expense). 

(5) When furnishing the service tree 
is in conformance with generally estab¬ 
lished business custom, such as fur¬ 
nishing personal reference data to 
prospective employers of former Govern¬ 
ment employees. 

(6) To the extent of one copy, to these 
who require copies of records or Informa¬ 
tion from the records In order to obtain 
financial benefits to w^hlch they may be 
entitled (egr.. veterans or their depend¬ 
ents, employees with workmen s com¬ 
pensation claims, or persons Insured of 
the Government).

(a) An officer or employee of the De¬ 
partment shAll not testify in any Judicial 
or administrative proceeding concerning 
matters related to the business of the 
Government without the permission of 
the head of the bureau, or his designee, 
or of the Secretary of the Interior, or his 
designee. If the head of a bureau, or his 
designee, concludes that permission 
should be withheld, he shall report the 
matter Immediately to the Solicitor for 
a determination, and the officer or em¬ 
ployee shall appear in answer to process 
and respectfully decline to testify, pend¬ 
ing the receipt of Instructions from the 
Secretary, on the ground that testimony 
is prohibited by the regulations in this 
part. Pending Instructions from the Sec¬ 
retary. or his designee, an officer or em¬ 
ployee In the Office of the Secretary 
shall follow the same procedure. 

(b) Any person (including a public 
agency) wishing an officer or employee 
of the Department to testify in a Judi¬ 
cial or administrative proceeding con¬ 
cerning a matter related to the business 
of the Government may be required to 
submit a statement setting forth the in¬ 
terest of the litigant and the information 
with respect to which the testimony of 
the officer or employee of the Depart¬ 


ment is desired, before permission to 
testify will be granted under this sec¬ 
tion. 

(c) The Solicitor of the Department 
of the Interior and the Deputy Solicitor 
may exercise all of the authority of the 
Secretary of the Interior under this 
section. 

§ 2.7 Definition. 

As used in the regulations in this part, 
the term "bureau" includes the other 
Departmental offices.

The basic formula price for the Chat¬ 
tanooga and Knoxville orders is the aver¬ 
age price per hundredweight paid for 
manufacturing grade milk in Minnesota 
and Wisconsin as reported by the US. 
Department of Agriculture, adjusted to a 
3.5 percent butterfat test. This pricc 
scries, which is used as a basis for deter¬ 
mining Class I prices in most Federal 
orders, has also gained wide acceptance 
in the various orders as a formula for 
pricing milk used for manufacturing 
purposes. 

The Class n price in the Knoxville 
order is now the average reported basic 
paying price at nine Tennessee milk 
manufacturing plants plus 10 cents In 
the months of February-August and 25 
cents Septembcr-January. Such price, 
however, may not exceed the higher of 
(1) a formula based on the market prices 
of butter and nonfat dry milk or (2) a 
formula based on the market prices for 
butter and cheddar cheese. The average 
pay pricc of the nine Tennessee manu¬ 
facturing plants adjusted by the fixed 
differentials has been consistently less 
than the two alternative prices. At no 
time in recent years has either of the two 
alternative prices been the effective Class 
n price. 

The Chattanooga Class n price for 
February through August is the average 
reported basic paying prices of four local 
manufacturing plants. For other months, 
the Class n price is the higher of either 
the average paying price at such plants 
or a formula price based on market 
prices of butter and nonfat dry milk. 
The formula price generally has been the 
applicable Class n pricc in the Septem- 
ber-January periods. For the year end-, 
lng April 30, 1967, this formula price 
averaged $3.86; 20 cents less than the 
average Minnesota-Wisconsin price for 
the same 12-month period. 

Under both the Chattanooga and 
Knoxville orders, the monthly Class n 
prices have been consistently below the 
Class n price that would have been ob¬ 
tained by using the Minnesota-Wiscon¬ 
sin price series as herein proposed. 

The basic prices reported by local man¬ 
ufacturing plants are no longer appro¬ 
priate for determining Class H prices 
under the two orders. The prices actu¬ 
ally paid dairy farmers for milk delivered 
to these manufacturing plants are sig¬ 
nificantly more than the basic price quo¬ 
tations for such plants that arc used in 
determining the orders* Class n prices. 
These basic price quotations do not in¬ 
clude premiums for such things os vol¬ 
ume, concrete floors, cooling, quality, 
bulk tank and hauling, some or all of 
which are paid to their patrons. Also, the 
formula prices now used in determining 
the Chattanooga and Knoxville Class II 
prices do not reflect the value of Class 
n milk In these markets under current 
conditions. 


The major producer associations in 
the Knoxville and Chattanooga markets 
have for some time been disposing of 
their Class II milk, both to regulated and 
unregulated plants, at substantially more 
than the order Class II price. Such sales 
to local manufacturing plants have been 
at prices 50 to 70 cents above the Class 
II prices applicable under these orders. 
Also, since last September sales to regu¬ 
lated handlers of Class II milk in these 
markets have been negotiated at the 
level of the Minnesota-Wisconsin price 
series. On the other hand, however, the 
handlers receiving milk from producers 
unaffiliated with the cooperatives are re¬ 
quired to settle with the pool only on the 
basis of the relatively low Class n prices 
that are now provided under the two 
orders. 

The Class n price recommended 
herein Ls representative of the value of 
milk used for manufacturing purposes 
In the Chattanooga and Knoxville mar¬ 
kets and will result in more equitable re¬ 
turns to producers for Class II milk. This 
formula is used for the same purpose in 
44 other Federal orders. Utilizing it in the 
Chattanooga and Knoxville orders will 
return to producers a value for their milk 
consistent with the value of milk used in 
the manufacture of similar products in 
other markets. There was no opposition 
to the projx>sal for basing the Class II 
pricc on the Minnesota-Wisconsin price 
series. 

Information on the prices paid at 
manufacturing plants in Wisconsin is as¬ 
sembled by the State-Federal Crop Re¬ 
porting Service. A large number of 
manufacturing plants arc Included in the 
monthly sample on which average prices 
and butterfat content information is 
based. Plant operators report the total 
pounds of manufacturing grade milk re¬ 
ceived from farmers, the total butterfat 
content, and total dollars paid to dairy 
fanners for such milk, f.o.b. plant. Simi¬ 
lar information is assembled for Min¬ 
nesota manufacturing plants. These 
prices are available on a current month 
basis and are announced on or about the 
5th day of the following month. 

The Mlnncsota-Wisconsin price series 
for manufacturing grade milk reflects 
price information in each of the two 
States weighted by the proportionate 
amount of manufacturing milk produced 
in each State. The series ls based upon a 
large sample of plants located In the re¬ 
maining large production area of manu¬ 
facturing grade milk in the United 
States. Competition for this milk is 
strong in both States. Consequently, no 
firm or group of firms can have a 
significant Influence upon the level of 
prices. 

The present Class U butterfat differ¬ 
ential In the Chattanooga and Knoxville 
orders for adjusting the price for milk 
containing more or less than 3.5 percent 
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butterfat should be retained. It is arrived 
at for each one-tenth percent of butter- 
fat by multiplying the monthly average 
wholesale selling price per pound of 92- 
score butter at Chicago by 11.5 percent 
Producers maintain that this differential 
has been satisfactory in the past and 
would be suitable in connection with the 
adoption of the Class n price herein 
proposed. Moreover, this differential Is 
the same as that applied to Class n 
prices under many other Federal orders, 
Including the order for the nearby Nash¬ 
ville market. 

Both orders also provide that the Class 
II butterfat differential shall not exceed 
the result obtained by dividing by 40 the 
price on a 4 percent butterfat basis of 
each of the average reported paying 
prices or formula prices now used In de¬ 
termining the Class II price. It would be 
impractical to retain in the order these 
reported pay prices and formula prices 
solely for the purpose of computing this 
proviso, especially since it has never been 
effective In establishing a Class II butter- 
fat differential in the orders. Moreover, 
there is no indication that it would have 
any different effect in the future. Accord¬ 
ingly, the producer proposal that it be 
removed from the orders should be 
adopted. 

2. Date jot announcing class prices. 
The Chattanooga and Knoxville Class I 
prices and butterfat differentials for the 
month should be announced by the 
market administrator not later than the 
6th day of the month. 

Both orders now provide for an¬ 
nouncing the Class I price and butterfat 
differentia] by the 10th day of the month. 
The proposed earlier announcement date 
would be helpful to the Industry by pro¬ 
viding it with information concerning 
what the precise Class I price for the 
month would be at the earliest practi¬ 
cable date. Also, changing the Class I 
price announcement date from the 10th 
to the 6th day of the month will align 
the announcement dates In these orders 
with those provided in the great ma¬ 
jority of the Federal milk orders and in 
all the nearby orders. 

In determining the supply-demand ad¬ 
justment applicable to their monthly 
Class I prices, the Chattanooga and 
Knoxville orders now use the producer 
milk deliveries and Class I sales data 
for the first and second preceding 
months. 81ncc such data for the first 
preceding month w r ould not be available 
by the proposed earlier announcement 
date (handler reports arc not due until 
the 6th). It is necessary that the supply- 
sales data used In computing the sup¬ 
ply-demand adjustment be those for the 
second and third preceding months. This 
requires that each 2-month utilization 
period and corresponding standard 
utilization percentages now used In com¬ 
puting the Class I price for a particular 
month be used Instead for determining 
the following month’s price. Thus, a price 
adjustment determined under the pres¬ 
ent provisions for a certain month wrould 
apply under the proposed change one 
month later. The level of adjustments 
on an annual basis, however, would not 
be affected by this change in the supply- 
demand provisions. 


The Chattanooga order provides that 
the market administrator announce the 
Class n price and butterfat differential 
by the 10th day of the following month. 
Since the Information for computing the 
Class II price will now be available on 
or about the 5th day of the month, it 
Is practicable and desirable that it be 
announced by the 6th, the same date 
by which most orders, including Knox¬ 
ville. announce their Class II prices. 
This change, which was proposed by 
producers, should be adopted. 

Rulings on proposed findings and con¬ 
clusions. No briefs or proposed findings 
and conclusions were filed on behalf of 
Interested parties. 

General findings. The findings and de¬ 
terminations hereinafter set forth are 
supplementary and in addition to the 
findings and determinations previously 
made In connection with the issuance 
of the aforesaid orders and of the pre¬ 
viously issued amendments thereto; and 
all of said previous findings and determi¬ 
nations are hereby ratified and affirmed, 
except Insofar as such findings and de¬ 
terminations may be in conflict with the 
findings and determinations set forth 
herein. 

(a) The tentative marketing agree¬ 
ments and the orders, as hereby proposed 
to be amended, and all of the terms and 
conditions thereof, will tend to effectu¬ 
ate the declared policy of the Act; 

(b) The parity prices of milk as de¬ 
termined pursuant to section 2 of the 
Act are not reasonable in view of the 
price of feeds, available supplies of feeds. 
And other economic conditions which af¬ 
fect market supply and demand for milk 
In the marketing areas, and the mini¬ 
mum prices specified in the proposed 
marketing agreements and the orders, 
as hereby proposed to be amended, are 
such prices as will reflect the aforesaid 
factors. Insure a sufficient quantity of 
pure and wholesome milk, and be in the 
public interest; and 

(c) The tentative marketing agree¬ 
ments and the orders, as hereby proposed 
to be amended, will regulate the han¬ 
dling of milk in the same manner as. and 
will be applicable only to persons In the 
respective classes of industrial and com¬ 
mercial activity specified in. the market¬ 
ing agreements upon which a hearing 
has been held. 

Recommended marketing agreements 
and orders amending the orders. The fol¬ 
lowing orders amending the orders as 
amended regulating the handling of milk 
in the Chattanooga and Knoxville mar¬ 
keting areas are recommended as the de¬ 
tailed and appropriate means by which 
the foregoing conclusions may be car¬ 
ried out. The recommended marketing 
agreements are not included In this de¬ 
cision because the regulatory provisions 
thereof wrould be the same as those con¬ 
tained In the orders, os hereby proposed 
to be amended;

The proposal sets limits of 1 percent 
on the sorbitan monostearate and 0.5 
percent on the polysorbate 60 with a total 
quantity limitation on all four ingredi¬ 
ents of 1.5 percent, and with the follow¬ 
ing further limitations on percent by 
weight of the finished food: 

1. The total amount of lecithin and 
mono- and dlglycerides, used singly or 
In combination, docs not exceed 0.5 per¬

2. The total amount of any two or all 
three of the ingredients mono- and 
diglycerides, sorbitan monostearate. and 
polysorbate 60 in any combination does 
not exceed 1 percent.

Orounds set forth in the petitions to

curement. 

The Government procurement size 
standards for the manufacturing indus¬ 
tries established In 1954 were based pri¬ 
marily on the 1947 Census of Manufac¬ 
tures and the 1948 Census of Business 
Statistics. As the 1954 and 1958 census 
data became available they were ana¬ 
lyzed and some standards were revised. 
Since then the size structure of firms 
that provides effective competition in 
certain industries and classes of prod¬ 
ucts has been affected by changes In (1) 
price levels and/or sales or physical vol¬ 
ume of business, (2) production and dis¬ 
tribution processes, and/or (3) the num¬ 
ber and employment of companies. 
Further, the 1967 Edition of the Stand¬ 
ard Industrial Classification Manual, 
prepared and published by the Bureau 
of the Budget. Executive Office of the 
President, contains changes in the com¬ 
position of certain industries and sub- 
industries. All of these factors make ob¬ 
solete the current size standards for cer¬ 
tain industries. 

Accordingly, the size standards for cer¬ 
tain Industries and classes of products 
require revision. In addition, size stand¬ 
ards need to be established for newly 
recognized Industries and classes of 
products. 

Proposed Schedule B with Explana¬ 
tion of Changes lists the various indus¬ 
tries or classes of products and their 
census classification code, the proposed 
size standard for each, the current 
standard if different than the proposed 
standard and the nature of each change.

375 of the Board s Special Regulations 
Implements section 1108(b) and sets 
forth the rules, conditions, and limita¬ 
tions applicable to the navigation of for¬ 
eign aircraft in the United States. As a 
general rule, foreign civil aircraft regis¬ 
tered in any foreign country which at the 
time is a member of the International 
Civil Aviation Organization created by 
tiie Chicago Convention (ICAO> may be 
operated In the United States if they 
carry aboard currently effective certifi¬ 
cates of registration and airworthiness, 
issued or rendered valid by the country 
of registry. Moreover, the Board has 
granted blanket permission In Part 375 
for the operation of these foreign air¬ 
craft for certain specified purposes with¬ 
out airworthiness certificates on condi¬ 
tion that an air safety flight authoriza¬ 
tion for such aircraft is obtained from 
the Administrator of the FAA. On the 
other hand, aircraft registered in for¬ 
eign countries that are not members of 
ICAO may be operated in the United 
States only under special authorization 
from the Board. 

In the past, the air safety flight au¬ 
thorizations referred to in Part 375 of the 
Board's Special Regulations have been 
issued by the FAA In the form of in¬ 
dividual exemptions under section 610<b) 
of the Act. However, in the light of the 
increasing number of requests for such 
authorizations being received by the 
FAA, it is now considered appropriate to 
implement the provisions of section 
610(b) of the Act by regulation. In 
this connection, it is proposed to add 
a new r 5 91.28 which would permit cer¬ 
tain foreign civil aircraft to be op¬ 
erated without appropriate airworthi¬ 
ness certificates if the aircraft are 
engaged in specified operations which 
have been found by the Administrator to 
be in the public interest. Permission 
would be granted through the Issuance 
of special airworthiness flight authoriza¬ 
tions. Applications for the authorizations 
would have to be made to the FAA Re¬ 
gional Office of the Region In which the 
applicant is located and the regulation 
contemplates the issuance of the author¬ 
izations in the field under a delegation of 
authority from the Administrator. In 
order to assure that the operations per¬ 
mitted under this regulation are con¬ 
ducted safely, the regulation would pro¬ 
vide for the imposition by the issuing 
Region of appropriate conditions and 
limitations on the special authorizations. 

The purposes for which a special air¬ 
worthiness flight authorization would be 
issued under this regulation parallel 
those specified by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board in Part 375 of its regulations as 
requiring FAA authorization. These pur¬ 
poses Include, among other things, the 
operation in the United States of a for¬ 
eign aircraft that is not in full compli¬ 
ance with the comprehensive and de¬ 
tailed airworthiness code of the country 
of registry but which is to be operated at 
an exhibition or air show. The proposal 
would also provide for the issuance of an 
authorization for new model aircraft of 
foreign manufacture that have not been 
issued ainvorthiness certificates but for 


which permission to conduct demonstra¬ 
tion flights in the United States Is de¬ 
sired. In addition, it would cover foreign 
registered aircraft of U.S. manufacture 
that are brought to the United States for 
alterations that Invalidate their airwor¬ 
thiness certificates. The authorizations 
issued under this amendment would con¬ 
stitute the air safety flight authorization 
referred to by the Board in its regulations. 

These amendments arc proposed under 
the authority of sections 313(a). 601, 603. 
and 610(b) of the Federal Aviation Act 
of 1958 1 49 UB.C. 1354. 1421, 1423, and 
1430). 

In consideration of the foregoing, it 
is proposed to amend Part 91 of the Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Regulations as follows: 

1. By amending the introductory 
clause of paragraph (a) of 5 91.27 to read 
as follows;

3. By adding the following new section 
after §91.27: 

§ 91.28 Special airwurtliincM flij;lit ati* 
lltortvalion* for foreign civil aircraft. 

(a) Foreign civil aircraft may be op¬ 
erated without the airworthiness cer¬ 
tificate required under § 91.27 if a spe¬ 
cial airworthiness flight authorization 
for that operation is issued under this 
section. Application for a special air¬ 
worthiness flight authorization must be 
made to the FAA Region in which the 
applicant Is located. 

(b) The Administrator may issue a 
special airworthiness flight authoriza¬ 
tion for a foreign civil aircraft for any 
of the following purposes, subject to any 
conditions that he considers necessary 
to establish that the aircraft Is capable 
of safe flight: 

(1) The flight of an aircraft to a place 
where repairs or alterations are to be 
made, if the country of registry deter¬ 
mines that the aircraft has been dam¬ 
aged to the extent that the airworthiness 
certificate is Invalid. 

(2) The flight of an aircraft to a new 
country of registry, if the airworthiness 
certificate has been Invalidated by the 
country of registry due to change In na¬ 
tionality. 

(3) The flight of an aircraft of UB. 
manufacture for flight testing or giving 
training In the operation of the aircraft 
to the buyer or his employees or desig¬ 
nees. or for the purpose of ferrying the 
aircraft to make an export delivery out¬ 
side of the United States, whenever title 
to the aircraft has passed to a foreign 
buyer and there is no airworthiness cer¬ 
tificate for it. 
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<4> The flight of an aircraft for any 
purpose stated In subparagraph (3) of 
this paragraph. In the case of a foreign 
civil aircraft brought to the United 
States for alterations which invalidate 
its airworthiness certificate. 

(5) The flight of a foreign civil air¬ 
craft brought to the United States for 
the purpose of demonstration or test of 
the whole or any part thereof. 

(6) The flight of a foreign civil air¬ 
craft for any other purpose specifically 
authorized for that aircraft by an au¬ 
thorization issued by the Civil Aeronau¬ 
tics Board. 

(c) An aircraft of UB. manufacture 
may be operated for the purposes stated 
In paragraph cb) (3) of this section even 
though no registration certificate has 
been issued by the country of the foreign 
buyer, if the aircraft bears identification 
markings issued by the country of regis¬ 
try or intended registry.

STATEMENT OF ORGANIZATION, 

FUNCTIONS, AND DELEGATIONS OF 

AUTHORITY 

The Following Statement Supersedes 
All Previous Material Issued in Part 10 
(Food and Drug Administration) of the 
Statement of Organization. Functions, 
and Delegations of Authority for the 
Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare. 

10-A Afissfon. The Food and Drug 
Administration administers the Federal 
Food. Drug, and Cosmetic Act, Tea Im¬ 
portation Act, Import Milk Act, Caustic 
Poison Act. Hazardous Substances Act, 
Fair Packaging and Labeling Act. and the 
Filled Milk Act. It Is responsible for pro¬ 
moting purity, standard potency* and 
truthful and Informative labeling of con¬ 
sumer products covered by this legis¬ 
lation. . 

10-B Organisation and functions. 
The Food and Drug Administration is 
under the supervision and direction of 
the Commissioner of Food and Drugs, 
and Is comprised of the following orga¬ 
nizational components: 

Office of the Commissioner. Under the 
general direction and supervision of the 
Secretary of Health, Education, and Wel¬ 
fare. the Commissioner of Food and 
Drugs is responsible for administering 
the following Acts: Federal Food. Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act; Federal Caustic Poison 
Act; Import Milk Act; Filled Milk Act; 
Tea Importation Act: Fair Packaging 
and Labeling Act; and Federal Hazard¬ 
ous Substances Act. Responsible for 
executive direction of the Agency and 
for developing and maintaining high 
management goals and objectives includ¬ 


ing (1) assurance that FDA will hold a 
position of leadership in the medical and 
science areas supporting Its mission; and 
(2) assurance that medical and related 
scientific matters in themselves, and in 
relation to enforcement In administra¬ 
tive matters, are given appropriate 
weight in the making of top management 
decisions. 

Associate Commissioner for Compli¬ 
ance. Functions as principal advisor to 
the Commissioner on regulations and 
compliance-oriented matters which im¬ 
pact on policy and Agency-level decisions. 
Evaluates and coordinates FDA's over¬ 
all compliance effort to assure an opti¬ 
mum use of FDA resources (combined 
with other Federal, State, and local re¬ 
sources), a balance between voluntary 
and regulatory compliance, and FDA 
responsiveness to consumer needs. Stim¬ 
ulates an awareness within the Agency 
of the need for prompt and positive ac¬ 
tion to secure compliance by the regu¬ 
lated industries. Directs and coordinates 
the regulation-making activities of the 
Food and Drug Administration, to In¬ 
clude procedural regulations. Interpre¬ 
tive regulations, exempt regulations* 
rule-making regulations, and formal and 
informal regulatory policy statements. 
Responsible for preparation of Federal 
Register material. Counsels the Commis¬ 
sioner on courses of action necessary to 
rectify major deficiencies In compliance 
programs as reflected In formal program 
evaluation reports prepared by responsi¬ 
ble staff officers. Determines Impact on 
and/or need for major changes In Agency 
policy and direction and long-range pro¬ 
gram goals. Operates FDA emergency 
preparedness and civil defense program. 
Coordinates FDA delegate-agency and 
other civil defense responsibilities, and 
special FDA programs designed to meet 
national disaster and emergency require¬ 
ments. Serves as liaison between FDA 
and outside agencies and industry on 
emergency preparedness matters. 

Associate Commissioner for Science. 
Stimulates scientific and technological 
effort and achievement In the Agency. 
Provides leadership In shaping long- 
range program goals, advancement of 
programs, and understanding of FDA's 
scientific role and responsibilities. Pro¬ 
motes intra and extramural scientific co¬ 
operation. Serves as principal advisor to 
the Commissioner on scientific matters 
which Impact on policy and agency-level 
decisions, specifically. (1) long-range 
program plans and goals. (2) Initiation, 
curtailment, consolidation, or decentrali¬ 
zation of major scientific research proj¬ 
ects and functions, <3) organization; 
delegation of authority; and deployment 
of resources, and (4) industry petitions 
and proposals; precedent court cases; 
consumer protection: proposed legisla¬ 
tion: and implementing FDA regulations. 
Responsible for all committee manage¬ 
ment within FDA. Serves as or designates, 
a scientific committee chairman for (a) 
scientific committees attached to the Na¬ 
tional Advisory Council; (b) agency- 
wide FDA research councils established 
to make objective appraisal of research 
accomplishments, needs and capabili¬ 
ties; (c) agency-wide contract research 
committees established to review’ status 
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and determine priorities for proposed re¬ 
search contract awards; and (d> related 
ad hoc committees established to deter¬ 
mine an agency-wide approach for reso¬ 
lution of critical problems of immediate 
concern. Provides broad policy guidance 
and establishes relative degree of em¬ 
phasis necessary for effective admin¬ 
istration of the Science Information Fa¬ 
cility in FDA. Responsible for, and is 
the focal point within the Agency, for 
continuing agency-wide appraisal of on¬ 
going scientific research programs in 
FDA. Coordinates FDA scientific research 
programs to prevent overlap or duplica¬ 
tion of effort within FDA and with scien¬ 
tific research pe: formed In other Gov¬ 
ernment agencies such as NIH, ARS, or 
research and development laboratories of 
the Defense Department, Responsible 
for the administration of the FDA Li¬ 
brary. Directs the FDA safety program. 

Assistant Commissioner for Admin¬ 
istration. Serves as principal advisor to 
the Commissioner on all phases of man¬ 
agement inherent in the operations of 
FDA. Responsible for the effective direc¬ 
tion and utilization of all management 
resources and the implementation of op¬ 
erating programs by coordinating the 
funding, manpower, facilities, and equip¬ 
ment needs of the Agency. Provides lead¬ 
ership and direction to administrative 
management including budget, finance, 
personnel, organization, methods, pro¬ 
curement and property, records, and 
similar supporting activities. Provides 
central administrative services. Assures 
that conduct of these efforts effectively 
supports program operations. 

Division of Financial Management. 
Plans, directs, and coordinates a compre¬ 
hensive financial management program 
tor the Food and Drug Administration 
encompassing the areas of budget anal¬ 
ysis, formulation and execution, fiscal 
accounting, voucher audit, and financial 
reporting. Provides staff assistance in 
justifying budgets through executive and 
Congressional echelons. After appropria¬ 
tion. assures an orderly expenditure rate* 
Develops apportionment plans and issues 
allotments for expenditure. Makes pe¬ 
riodic reports regarding the status of 
agency’s financial management. Main¬ 
tains liaison with the HEW Office of Fi¬ 
nancial Management. Bureau of the 
Budget, Congressional Committees, and 
other Federal agencies concerned with 
such matters The Director of this Divi¬ 
sion Is the Financial Manager of the 
Food and Drug Administration. 

Division of General Services. Provides 
leadership and guidance to headquarters 
staff officers, headquarters operating ac¬ 
tivities. and field activities for all general 
services programs, Including: procure¬ 
ment, contracts, personal property man¬ 
agement and accountability, real prop¬ 
erty management, space management 
and utilization, construction and engi¬ 
neering services, communications, print¬ 
ing and reproduction, and mails and 
files. Responsible for maintaining effec¬ 
tive liaison with the Oovemmont Print¬ 
ing Office, and for the centralized clear¬ 
ance and coordination of all printing and 
publication services. Coordinates the de¬ 


velopment of agcncywtde policies and 
procedures for such services and plans, 
executes, evaluates, and adjusts efforts 
In these activ ities. Maintains liaison 
with the HEW Division of General 
Sen-ices. General Services Administra¬ 
tion, and other Federal agencies con¬ 
cerned with such matters. 

Division of Management Systems. 
Assists the Assistant Commissioner for 
Administration in carrying out his re¬ 
sponsibilities in those phases of agency 
management which involve: organiza¬ 
tion analysis and design; planning and 
evaluation of operations: the more ef¬ 
fective and economical use of resources: 
the analyses, design, installation and 
maintenance of operating systems and 
procedures. Conducts management sur¬ 
veys or studies of FDA administrative 
and program operations. Designs and In¬ 
stalls modem automated systems for 
data processing. Provides automatic data 
processing (ADP) services for all of FDA 
including electronic data processing 
(EDP) as well as electrical accounting 
machine <EAM) equipment. Develops 
and maintains coordinated systems for 
the management of directives, reports, 
forms, records, and correspondence. Es¬ 
tablishes policy for all systems develop¬ 
ment and improvement work of the 
agency including such work performed 
by the operating Bureaus. Maintains 
liaison with the DHEW Office of Man¬ 
agement Policy, General Services Ad¬ 
ministration, Bureau of the Budget, and 
other Federal Agencies concerned with 
such matters. 

Division of Personnel Management. 
Responsible for planning, developing, 
executing, and evaluating a comprehen¬ 
sive personnel management program for 
FDA Including recruitment, placement, 
classification, pay administration, em¬ 
ployee relations, employee services, em¬ 
ployee-management relations, and em¬ 
ployee development and training. 
Through this program, assists top man¬ 
agement as well as operating units to 
expeditiously and efficiently achieve its 
program objectives while insuring the 
application of the federal Merit System. 
Maintains liaison with the HEW Divi¬ 
sion of Personnel Management, Civil 
Service Commission, and other Federal 
agencies concerned with such matters. 
The Director of this Division is the Per¬ 
sonnel Officer of the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

Assistant Commissioner for Education 
and Information. Acts as principal ad¬ 
visor to the Commissioner concerning 
public information and education. Plans, 
coordinates, and participates in a com¬ 
prehensive public information program 
for the Agency and acts as a focal point 
for dissemination of news concerning 
FDA activities; maintains contacts with 
the press and other public information 
media for this purpose. Gives proper em¬ 
phasis to newsworthy occurrences and 
assures that distortions of FDA Inten¬ 
tion do not occur as a result of In¬ 
sufficient explanation by the Agency. 
Conducts a public information program 
that will create a positive atmosphere 
for FDA regulatory programs and will 
be conductive to the FDA personnel re¬ 


cruitment effort. Maintains contact with 
key individuals and organizations in the 
field of education and educational mate¬ 
rials In order to interest them in the role 
of FDA as an item of educational m- 
portance. Reviews long-range plans and 
seta long-range goals for consume: cdu- 
cation programs. Reviews all speeches 
and other informational material pre¬ 
pared for public presentation to assure 
that they are in agreement with the 
latest FDA and Department policies 
Provides editorial, design, and graphic 
art services to FDA headquarters activi¬ 
ties. Answers public inquiries and cor¬ 
responds with the public on topics of 
consumer interest. 

Assistant Commissioner for Planning 
and Evaluation. Responsible for FDA 
long-range planning including program 
analysis. Develops and participates m 
the administration of the FDA planning- 
programing-budgeting system by: Assist¬ 
ing the Bureaus in developing long-range 
objectives; developing cost-benefit stud¬ 
ies; providing staff leadership in the 
conduct of economic and demographic 
studies as a basis for forecasting trends, 
needs, and major problems requiring 
solution. Coordinates intrn- and inter¬ 
agency planning-programing; provides 
liaison with the Department Office of 
Program Coordination. Consolidates and 
issues FDA 5-year plan. Evaluates pro¬ 
gram accomplishments against objec¬ 
tives and priorities. 

Office of International Affairs. Advises 
tlie Commissioner on all FDA matters 
having international implications. De¬ 
velops position papers on in tern at tonal 
programs as recommendations to the 
Commissioner. Helps to coordinate 
implementation of such program* 
Serves as focal point for and coordinates 
FDA contacts and liaison with interna¬ 
tional organizations. Represents FDA at 
meetings concerning International af¬ 
fair# when requested to do so by the 
Commissioner. Assumes leadership in the 
fostering of multilateral interests, sup¬ 
port, and action by other countries m 
administering FDA-type regulatory pro¬

Provides a ' 0CftJ 
point of headquarters-field liaison, pro* 
gram development, and information con- 
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earning State food and drug consumer 
protection programs and FDA operating 
relationships with the States. Provides 
assistance in the analysis of State legis¬ 
lative needs and develops or coordinates 
the development of model legislation and 
regulations. Coordinates analyses of FDA 
iegisiattve needs and the development of 
FDA legislative proposals and prepares 
FDA position papers for the approval of 
the Commissioner. Maintains liaison with 
the Congress concerning food and drug 
legislative proposals and provides as- 
Mstnnce in making modifications and in¬ 
terpretations as appropriate. Develops 
the FDA position on proposed legislation 
which may affect FDA programs and 
initiates action to resolve major differ¬ 
ences of opinion. Coordinates Congres¬ 
sional inquiries and reports, as appro¬ 
priate. coordinates State and local 
inquiries. Coordinates pertinent activities 
and acts as liaison with the Office of the 
Assistant Secretary for Legislation, 
DREW. 


Office of Policy Management. Advises 
the Commissioner on policy and proce¬ 
dures necessary for maintaining the in¬ 
tegrity of trade secrets and other priv¬ 
ileged Information submitted by industry 
to the Food and Drug Administration.

Serves as FDA 
representative and liaison with the Office 
of Internal Security, OS. and participates 
with them in developing and Implement¬ 
ing Intrn-agency policy and procedures 
for security-related matters. Advises the 


Commissioner on policy and special 
problems concerning conflict of interest 
and/or potential conflict of Interest 
Establishes broad Agency-wide policy

Responsible for the operation of field 
offices established to implement the pro¬ 
grams of the Bureau in the field. 

Division of Case Assistance . Provides 
guidelines In interpretation of statutes, 
regulations, and court decisions relating 
to the control of stimulant and depres¬ 
sant drugs, counterfeit drugs, and illegal 
sale of prescription-legend drugs. De¬ 
velops policies and procedures and pro¬ 
vides guideline in the areas of funda¬ 
mentals of evidence, legal authorities 
and rights, libel action, search and seiz¬ 
ure, and other aspects of general crim¬ 
inal law' including current court deci¬ 
sion relating to the control of stimu¬ 
lant and depressant drugs, counterfeit 
drugs, and Ulegal sale of prescription- 
legend drugs. Monitors all contested 
court actions pending in cases initiated 
by the Bureau. In this role, assures that 
the field office and the VS. Attorney re¬ 
ceives all needed assistance in whatever 
form. (Responsibility for additional in¬ 
vestigational w’ork rests with the Divi¬ 
sion of Investigations.) Serves as a focal 
point of information on all current court 
cases initiated by the Bureau. Provides 
counsel and assistance, as required, to 
the Bureau’s field staff in preparing legal 
actions for trial. Provides for any needed 
coordination of court cases among the 
Bureau, Bureau of Regulatory Compli¬ 
ance. and the General Counsel (HEW). 
Prepares and organizes Bureau presen¬ 
tations at hearings conducted under 
Section 701 of the Federal Food. Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act. Drafts, or coordinates 
the preparation of. the regulations nec¬ 
essary to implement the Drug Abuse 
Control Amendments; maintains the 
regulations in a current status. Provides 
guidance and assistance to the BDAC 
Hearing Officers. 

Division of Drug Studies and Statistics . 
Provides a focal point on the social, 
psychological, and physiological ramifi¬ 
cations of stimulant and depressant drug 
abuse. Collects, maintains, and analyzes 
statistical data concerning legal and 
illegal stimulant and depressant drug 
production, distribution and use. Initi¬ 
ates, arranges for, and coordinates 
studies to determine the potential for 
drug abuse of existing and new psycho¬ 
toxic drugs and to expand current knowl¬ 
edge concerning the side effects of con¬ 
trolled drugs. Recommends programs for 
community action and other types of 
educational and voluntary compliance 
programs and conducts studies that 
would lend to the development of 
effective programs. 

Division of Investigations. Develops 
policies and procedures for the inventory 
audit of manufacturers, compounders, 
processors, wholesalers, jobbers, distribu¬ 
tors. pharmacies, hospitals, and other 
persons or firms required to maintain 
records on stimulant and depressant 
drugs. Develops recommended records 
and controls for voluntary use by manu¬ 
facturers and other handlers of stimu¬ 
lant and depressant drugs In order to 
obstruct the Illegal diversion of such 


drugs. Develops and coordinates field 
investigations relating to the control of 
stimulant and depressant drugs, counter¬ 
feit drugs, and the Ulegal sale of pre¬ 
scription drugs. Develops poUcies and 
procedures for the guidance of field in¬ 
vestigative staff In conducting criminal 
and other types of investigations and in 
the protection of personnel. Coordinates 
with the Bureau of Regulatory Compli¬ 
ance concerning the following; provision 
of adequate laboratory support from 
BRC for the examination of samples: 
proper timing of citations and other en¬ 
forcement actions to avoid duplication of 
investigative and enforcement efforts, 
scheduling of audits of stimulant and 
depressant drug handlers to minimize 
the possibility of conflicting visits to 
firms. 

Field Offices. Carries out assigned pro¬ 
grams designed to eliminate the problem 
of drug abuse. Conducts and participates 
In educational and voluntary compliance 
activities designed to prevent and fore¬ 
stall the necessity for punitive action to 
be token by Federal and State author¬ 
ities in their efforts to control drug abuse. 
Conducts overt and covert investigations 
to prevent illegal traffic In stimulant and 
depressant, counterfeit, and prescription 
legend drugs; takes appropriate regula¬ 
tory action when violations of the Drug 
Abuse Control Amendments are en¬ 
countered. Audits inventory records of 
manufacturers and distributors of stim¬ 
ulant and depressant drugs to determine 
whether there is diversion of such drugs 
from legitimate channels of distribution: 
initiates remedial action. Advises manu¬ 
facturers and distributors of stimulant 
and depressant drugs as requested in 
developing and maintaining such records 
and controls that will discourage and 
detect illegal diversions and will facili¬ 
tate inventory audits by FDA. Holds in¬ 
formal hearings for violators of the Drug 
Abuse Control Amendment of 1965 when 
violations occur and recommends ap¬ 
propriate regulatory action. Maintains 
working relationships with State and 
local agencies, police and narcotic en¬ 
forcement officials and with local repre¬ 
sentatives of the Bureau of Narcotics. 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and the 
Department of Justice. Coordinates with 
the appropriate FDA district office in 
scheduling inventory audits of drug 
manufacturers and In taking regulatory 
actions in order to avoid duplication of 
investigative and enforcement efforts 
and to minimize the possibility of con¬ 
flicting visits. 

Bureau of Education and Voluntary 
Compliance. Conducts a broad program 
of promoting voluntary oompliance and 
cooperation between the public, the reg¬ 
ulated industries, and the Food and 
Drug Administration through educa¬ 
tional and Informational activities. Con¬ 
ducts programs to effectively inform 
specific segments of the population to 
avoid abuse and misuse of drugs; avoid 
health hazards, frauds, and quackery; 
and to use drugs safely and effectively. 
Conducts programs aimed at effectively 
providing industry with facts and tech¬ 
niques that will give industry the great¬ 
est opportunity to comply with FDA 
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regulations and standards. Decides areas 
of emphasis and techniques to be used 
for such programs. Determines consumer 
attitudes, Interests, and values; industry 
trends and attitudes; and program effec¬ 
tiveness through the use of special 
surveys. 

Division of Consumer Relations. Con¬ 
ducts educational and Informational 
programs to assist consumers in deriving 
the most benefit from the Federal Food. 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act and related laws. 
Organizes and conducts meetings, work¬ 
shops. and seminars for providing con¬ 
sumer information directed to specific 
population groups, such as low income, 
senior citizens, youth, and other repre¬ 
sentative consumer organizations. Initi¬ 
ates plans and prepares informational 
material in support of areas of responsi¬ 
bility. Initiates plans for movies, radio 
and TV spots, filmstrips, exhibits, and 
other audiovisual materials as required 
to support meetings, workshops, and 
seminars. Designs, plans, and recom¬ 
mends consumer surveys as required. 
Implements programs in schools, col¬ 
leges. and universities relevant to Fed¬ 
eral Food. Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 
Makes long-range plans in the areas of 
the Division’s responsibilities. 

Division of Industry Education. Con¬ 
ducts programs to encourage and pro¬ 
mote industry self-improvements and 
self-regulation. Assures understanding 
of FDA regulations and policies by the 
regulated industries. Prepares and dis¬ 
tributes informational material to ex¬ 
plain FDA’s laws, regulations, and 
policies. Organizes and conducts meet¬ 
ings, workshops, and seminars for dis¬ 
cussion of new laws or amendments, 
proposed regulations, and for providing 
industry with facts and techniques to 
produce products that meet the agency's 
regulatory standards. Initiates plans for 
visual materials in support of division's 
areas of responsibility. Makes long-range 
plans for carrying out an effective in¬ 
dustry voluntary compliance program. 

Bureau of Medicine . Develops medical 
policy of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion with respect to efficacy and safety 
for man of drugs and devices. Establishes 
medical policy and furnishes the Com¬ 
missioner with medical evaluation of 
substances found, or proposed for use. 
in foods, drugs, cosmetics, and hazardous 
household substances. Coordinates and 
evaluates New Drug Applications and 
claims for Investigational drugs. Oper¬ 
ates an adverse drug reaction reporting 
program. Conducts through contract, a 
program of clinical studies of drugs and 
devices. Coordinates medical aspects of 
FDA’s inspectlonai and investigational 
programs, new drug hearings, and court 
cases. Determines those drugs having a 
potential for abuse; develops recom¬ 
mendations and explanatory data for 
review by committees established to ad¬ 
vise the Commissioner in this area of 
responsibility. Analyzes data on drugs 
subject to abuse and makes appropriate 
recommendations for action by FDA. In 
response to Bureau of Drug Abuse Con¬ 
trol requirements, conducts and con¬ 
tracts for studies on the medical aspects 
of drug abuse control. 


Office of Drug Surveillance. Eval¬ 
uates the safety and efficacy data and 
proposed labeling in supplements to new 
drug applications and makes appropri¬ 
ate recommendations to the Division 
Director with respect to approval and 
disapproval of the supplements. Con¬ 
ducts continuing surveillance and med¬ 
ical evaluation of the labeling, clinical 
experience and reports of adverse reac¬ 
tions, including those submitted by an 
applicant under the records and reports 
requirements, of all drugs for which a 
new drug approval Is in effect. Deter¬ 
mines whether there is a need for revised 
labeling, withdrawal of approval of the 
drug, or recall of the drug from the mar¬ 
ket. Consults with medical experts to 
ascertain the concensus of informed 
medical opinion relating to current prob¬ 
lems regarding individual or classes of 
drugs. Reviews inspection and other 
findings designed to reveal whether new 
drugs are being marketed In accordance 
with commitments contained in new 
drug applications. When the Office de¬ 
termines there is a need for labeling 
revision, withdrawal of a new drug ap¬ 
proval or removal of a new drug from 
the market, makes appropriate recom¬ 
mendations to the Division Director. 
Provides medical evaluation with regard 
to the safety of foods, particularly spe¬ 
cial dietary foods, food additives, and 
cosmetics. Maintains a system to obtain 
reports of adverse reactions from the 
use of drugs. Maintains a system to col¬ 
lect reports of and disseminate infor¬ 
mation on hazardous substances. 

Division of Drug Monitoring. Makes 
preliminary review and analysis of all 
adverse drug reactions coming into the 
Bureau of Medicine. Administers the 
Hospital Adverse Drug Reaction Report¬ 
ing Program and develops and coordi¬ 
nates other sources of adverse drug 
reaction information. Receives and dis¬ 
seminates information obtained from 
those sources. Screens adverse reaction 
reports to initiate prompt in-depth eval¬ 
uation by other Divisions of situations 
that may require changes in labeling, 
issuance of warning letters, withdrawal 
of new drug approvals, or removal of 
drugs from the market. Makes ln-depth 
evaluations when requested. 

Division of Epidemiology. Collects, 
evaluates, and disseminates informa¬ 
tion obtained with regard to the hazards 
of chemicals used in the household and 
of cosmetics, pesticides, food additives, 
and the accidental Ingestion of drugs. 
Develops precautionary statements for 
hazardous substances covered by Fed¬ 
eral laws. Makes recommendations for 
further study, precautionary labeling, 
changes in labeling, or withdrawal from 
use, to other Divisions in the Bureau of 
Medicine and the Office of the Bureau 
Director. Conducts clinical studies based 
on hospital records-keeping systems. 

Division of Supplemental Review. 
Evaluates the safety and efficacy data 
provided in supplements to new drug 
applications. Evaluates proposed label¬ 
ing changes submitted as part of sup¬ 
plements to new drug applications. Mon¬ 
itors and otherwise refers to appropri¬ 
ate catalogs of labeling for all new drugs 


to assure that supplemental labeling 
changes are consistent with and other- 
wise in conformity with the labels of 
similar or comparable drug articles 
Makes appropriate medical recoin - 
mcndatlons to the Office of Drug Sur¬ 
veillance with respect to approval or 
disapproval of supplements to new dm# 
applications. 

Office of Medical Review. Provide: 
assistance on medical matters to legal 
officers in hearings and court cases. Re¬ 
views and evaluates promotional mnu- 
rial for drugs, devices, and books which 
are sold principally through the mail* 
and after consideration of the drag's 
formula, design of the devices, or review 
of the book, forwards a report to the 
Chief Postal Inspector indicating 
whether or not there is convincing med¬ 
ical basis for a fraud action. In Port 
Office Fraud hearings gives medical test¬ 
imony in support of the Departrmnt& 
charges of false and fraudulent claims, 
and when indicated, makes arrange¬ 
ments for other physicians to testify In 
support of the Government’s position. 
Testifies at Grand Jury hearings when 
requested by the Post Office Department 
and assists the TJS. Attorney by explain¬ 
ing the medical aspects of the particular 
case and assists him in preparation of 
the case for trial. Advises the Post Of¬ 
fice Department of the need or desira¬ 
bility for clinical studies to suppor t ac¬ 
tions against false and fraudulent ther¬ 
apeutic claims set forth in the Depart¬ 
ment's complaint, plans such studies, 
and secures the cooperation of physi¬ 
cians and scientists in carrying them 
through to completion. Reviews adver¬ 
tising claims and promotional labeling 
and recommends actions to prevent mis¬ 
leading and false claims. Develops medi¬ 
cal facts and opinions to establish medi¬ 
cal policy with respect to therapeutic 
devices and appliances having medical 
claims. Provides necessary medical evi¬ 
dence and expert witnesses to support 
legal actions involving violative devices 

Division of Case Review. Reviews pro¬ 
posed legal actions Involving medical 
issues and recommends appropriate ac¬ 
tion on the basis of medical evidence. 
Determines the necessity for field in¬ 
vestigation of drug problems and when 
indicated, assists the field In making 
these investigations. Directs, designs or 
conducts clinical investigations to obtain 
the medical and other scientific facts 
necessary for the final determination of 
policy and to support regulatory action* 
on violative drugs. Develops medical evi¬ 
dence. procures expert medical wit¬ 
nesses. and collaborates with the Burma 
of Regulatory Compliance and tht Of¬ 
fice of the General Counsel to provide 
medical support in new drug hearing* 
and court cases. Provides technic*; ad¬ 
vice to the General Counsel and to the 
U JB. Attorney in the presents! ion of 
court cases. Including preparing and an¬ 
swering of interrogatories, depositions, 
and sitting with the attorneys in court 
to advise on cross-examination of oppo¬ 
sition witnesses. 

Division of Medical Advertising . 
Monitors and evaluates profession^ 
journal advertising, and promotion** 
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labeling and advertising contained in es¬ 
tablishment Inspection reports and sub¬ 
mitted under the records and reports re¬ 
quirements. Recommends regulatory 
procedures to deal with false or mislead¬ 
ing claims in advertising and promo¬ 
tional labeling or failure of prescription 
drug advertisements to fairly present in 
brief summary, information concerning 
side effects, contraindications, and ef¬ 
fectiveness of drugs. Cooperates with the 
Bureau of Regulatory Compliance and 
the Bureau of Education and Voluntary 
Compliance in furnishing medical sup¬ 
port for trade correspondence ahd reg¬ 
ulatory proceedings based on the adver¬ 
tising and promotional labeling for 
prescription drugs. 

Division o/ Medical Devices . Develops 
medical facts and opinions necessary to 
e&tabUsh Food and Drug Administration 
medical policy with respect to thera- 
i>eutlc devices and appliances having 
medical claims. Conducts or directs re¬ 
search. testing, and laboratory studies 
required to determine the technical ade¬ 
quacy, qualitative characteristics, phys¬ 
ical characteristics, and the physical 
effects produced by medical devices and 
appliances. Conducts or directs clinical 
studies to determine the truthfulness or 
falsity of claims made in the labeling 
of such devices. In cooperation with the 
Bureau of Regulatory Compliance, pro¬ 
vides necessary medical evidence and ex¬ 
pert witnesses to support legal actions 
Involving violative devices. 

Office of New Drugs . Determines 
whether prcclinical pharmacologic tests 
and other toxicological evaluations per¬ 
formed on new drug articles are ade¬ 
quate to support propovsed clinical uses 
Determines whether clinical trials of new 
drugs on man are soundly conceived and 
are supported by prior animal testing 
and other controls adequate to justify 
die tests on man. Determines whether 
applications by manufacturers for per¬ 
mission to market new drugs for general 
use should be approved on the basis of 
an evaluation of the evidence of safety 
and effectiveness. Evaluates the truth¬ 
fulness of claims for safety and effec¬ 
tiveness. and the adequacy of directions 
for uses, and warnings against misuses, 
appearing in proposed labeling; the ade¬ 
quacy of animal, clinical, and chemical 
tests performed on the new drug and 
the suitability of manufacturing and 
aboratory methods, facilities and con¬ 
trols exercised In factories producing 
new drugs.

Division of Metabolism and Endocrine. 
Performs all of the functions outlined in 
the overall functions for the Office of 
New Drugs with regard to drugs that 
will be classified -metabolism and endo¬ 
crine drugs. 

Division of Ncuropharmacological 
Drugs. Performs all of the functions out¬ 
lined in the overall functions for the 
Office of New Drugs with regard to drugs 
that will be classified neuropharma- 
cological drugs. 

Division of Oncology and Radio¬ 
pharmaceutical*. Performs all of the 
functions outlined in the overall func¬ 
tions for the Office of New Drugs with 
regard to drugs that will be classified 
oncologic and radiopharmaceutical 
drugs. 

Bureau of Regulatory Compliance. 
Provides staff assistance to the FDA dis¬ 
trict offices through the development of 
regulatory program plans, the collection 
and processing of program statistics, 
the development of legal, Inspectional. 
and laboratory guidelines, and the provi¬ 
sion of guidance, coordination, and as¬ 
sistance in case handling. Develops pro¬ 
gram plans In concert with the district 
offices within the context of national 
compliance programs developed by the 
Associate Commissioner for Compliance. 
Receives, processes, and analyzes pro¬ 
gram statistics collected from the field 
organization, and provides the Commis¬ 
sioner and the district offices with rele¬ 
vant program data and summary infor¬ 
mation. Provides technical guidance for 
the district offices by developing and re¬ 
vising program manuals for district use. 
In coordination with the Field Liaison 
Officer and the district offices, uses field 
expertise in the development of the man¬ 
uals. Recommends to the Commissioner 
delegations of authority to the districts 
concerning the direct handling of legal 
actions. Develops and maintains legal 
guidelines for the districts to use In such 
cases. Reviews and approves legal ac¬ 
tions in cases where authority has not 
been delegated to the field or where 
guidelines have not yet been established, 
and In cases of national scope requir¬ 
ing headquarters coordination. Advises 
the Commissioner and the district offices 
regarding the development of evidence 
leading to precedent-establishing court 
contests designed to test and interpret 
the law. Provides data and information 
for long-range planning and budget for¬ 
mulation to the Assistant Commissioner 
for Planning and Evaluation and the 
Assistant Commissioner for Administra¬ 
tion. Issues advisory opinions resulting 
from specific requests from industry. 
Prepares responses to Congressional In¬ 
quiries and requests for information 
under 21 CFR 4.1 relating to investiga¬ 
tions and enforcement policies. Per¬ 
forms a liaison function between FDA 
and the General Counsel and other gov¬ 
ernmental organizations In the conduct 
of various enforcement actions. 

Division of Case Guidance . Provides 
support and guidance upon request to 
the district offices in the handling of 
legal actions, and provides headquarters 
case development, coordination, and 
contested case assistance. Recommends 


to the Commissioner delegations of au¬ 
thority to the districts concerning the 
direct handling of legal actions. Develops 
and maintains legal guidelines for the 
districts to use In such cases. Reviews 
and approves legal actions in cases where 
authority has not been delegated to the 
field, and in cases of national scope re¬ 
quiring headquarters coordination. Ad¬ 
vises the Commissioner and the district 
offices regarding the development of evi¬ 
dence leading to precedent-establishing 
court contests designed to test and inter¬ 
pret the law. Issues advisory opinions 
resulting from specific requests from in¬ 
dustry, trade associations, government 
agencies, and members of Congress. An¬ 
swers inquiries relating to pending or 
terminated legal actions. Responds to 
requests for official records and Informa¬ 
tion under 21 CFR 4.1. Serves as liaison 
office between FDA and General Counsel, 
DHEW, and other Federal agencies on 
policy issues relating to cases. Partici¬ 
pates lii the training of field staff who 
are concerned with court cases. 

Division of Program Operations. De¬ 
velops program plans in concert with 
the district offices within the context of 
national compliance programs developed 
by the Associate Commissioner for Com¬ 
pliance.

ty and efficacy. Responsible for the vet¬ 
erinary medical aspects of the Food and 
Drug Administration inspection and in¬ 
vestigational programs, and providing 
veterinary medical opinion in drug hear¬ 
ings and court cases. 

Division of Veterinary Medical Re¬ 
view. Maintains surveillance of veteri¬ 
nary preparations and devices to assure 
safety and efficacy. Evaluates drug 
experience reports, establishment inspec¬ 
tion information, advertising, and other 
clinical or research data bearing on 
marketed veterinary preparations. Eval¬ 
uates and recommends action on medi¬ 
cated feed applications for those 
preparations that have been approved 
for marketing (generally under an ap¬ 
proved food additive regulation or other 
original new drug applications). Recom¬ 
mends and/or supports regulatory and 
research activity. In cooperation with 
Bureau of Regulatory Compliance, ob¬ 
tains expert witnesses and data to sup¬ 
port the Government’s case when con¬ 
test is pending or anticipated. Prepares 
veterinary medical reports for the Post 
Office Department on which action, as 
prescribed by the Postal Laws and Regu¬ 
lations, may or may not be taken; testi¬ 
fies as expert witness when such action 
is taken. 

Division of Veterinary New Drugs . 
Evaluates for animal safety and efficacy 
proposed new veterinary preparations. 
Review* the use of such preparations In 
veterinary medical practice to determine 
the effect on animals. (If the preparation 
Is administered to food producing ani¬ 
mals. the use of the product is considered 
as It relates to safety in humans.) Eval¬ 
uates proposed labels to assure that they 
clearly Indicate the use and limitations 
of the product. Evaluates manufacturing 
facilities and procedures as described in 
the application to assure that such con¬ 
trols are adequate. Recommends action 
to be taken on proposed new veterinary 
preparations submitted for FDA review. 
Determines data required to establish 
safety and efficacy and provides such in¬ 
formation to Investigators and manu¬ 
facturers. Initiates research projects to 
gain further information on new drugs. 

Division of Veterinary Research. Con¬ 
ducts studies to evaluate the validity 
of data supporting the safety and efficacy 
of veterinary drugs intended for the pre¬ 
vention or treatment of animal diseases. 
Conducts acute and chronic toxicity 
studies In large domestic animals follow¬ 
ing reports of contaminated animal 
feeds, such as heavy metals, weed seeds, 
pesticides, etc. Studies the therapeutic 
properties of specific products and sub¬ 
stances and the experimental reproduc¬ 
tion of various disease conditions. Co¬ 
operates with other Divisions and Bu¬ 
reaus of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion in the development of actual 
evidence based on animal experimenta¬ 
tion to support legal action under the 
Federal Food. Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 
Directs research to develop methods for 
studying the effects of therapeutic agents 
and various disease conditions. Conducts 
experiments to develop information re- 
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gardlng food additive problems arl&lng 
from the use of drugs In veterinary medi¬ 
cine. Maintains the veterinary labora¬ 
tories located at the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center. Beltavllle, Md. Maintains 
colonies of laboratory animals for ex¬ 
perimental tests and studies. 

District Offices. Carries out all Held ac¬ 
tivities necessary for the enforcement of 
the several laws under the jurisdiction of 
the Food and Drug Administration, with 
the exception of those activities relating 
to drug abuse control. Working within 
broad program plans developed in con¬ 
cert with headquarters, carries out In¬ 
vestigations and inspections to assure 
and encourage compliance with perti¬ 
nent sections of the Food. Drug, and Cos¬ 
metic Act. Its regulations, and related 
acts. Collects and makes laboratory 
analyses of samples where the need Is 
indicated. Analyzes violative situations 
and mokes recommendations on legal 
actions. Carries out approved actions. 
Where authority and responsibility have 
been delegated, makes the enforcement 
decisions and carries out or initiates the 
enforcement or legal action indicated 
within the context of guidelines provided 
by headquarters. Maintains communica¬ 
tions and working relationships with 
companion districts necessary for col¬ 
laborating on Investigations or programs 
that Involve more than a single district. 
Carries out assignments from the Of¬ 
fice of the Commissioner which require 
the special expertise or services of a field 
organization. Participates actively In 
IDA voluntary compliance programs and 
encourages industry participation dur¬ 
ing regular Inspections! operations. Pro¬ 
vides selected laboratory support sen- 
ices for the field offices of the Bureau of 
Drug Abuse Control. Provides headquar¬ 
ters with short- and long-range plans and 
budget proposals and cooperates with the 
Office of the Commissioner in the formal 
planning and budgeting function. Makes 
critical self-assessments of the district’s 
role and of Its administrative and pro¬ 
gram accomplishment, and reports the 
conclusions to the Commissioner. Re¬ 
sponsible for making effective use of 
headquarters program, technical and ad¬ 
ministrative review services. Decides on 
technical training needs of the district 
offices jointly with the Field Liaison Of¬ 
ficer. and cooperates in the planning and 
carrying out of group training sessions. 
Conducts hearings for alleged violations 
of the Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 
Maintains liaison and develops coopera¬ 
tive relations with Federal, State, and 
local enforcement agencies.

Statement of Organization, Functions, 
and Delegations of Authority 

The following statement supersedes 
all previous material issued in Part 9 
Welfare Administration) of the State¬ 
ment of Organization* Functions, and 
Delegations of Authority for the Depart¬ 
ment of Health. Education, and Wel¬ 
fare 

9-A Mission. The Welfare Adminis¬ 
tration is responsible for administering 
the programs of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment pertaining to assistance to Indi¬ 
viduals and families in need, and the 
provision of welfare and medical assist¬ 
ance and services for children, the aging, 
and other groups, and of maternal and 
child health services. It is responsible 
for .studying the causes, prevention, and 
reduction of dependency, matters per¬ 
taining to child life, the welfare and med¬ 
ical needs of children, the aging, and 
other groups, and for making studies 
and recommendations as to the most 
effective method of providing social and 
economic security through social wel¬ 
fare programs. 

9-B Organization and functions. The 
Welfare Administration, which is under 
the supervision and direction of the 
Commissioner of Welfare, consists of: 

Office of the Commissioner. Directs 
the administration of the program of the 
Federal Government pertaining to as¬ 
sistance to persons in need and the pro¬ 
vision of welfare and medical assistance 
and services for children, the aging and 
other groups, and of maternal and child 
health sendees. This includes certifica¬ 
tion of compliance of State laws, plans, 
and operations with Federal require¬ 
ments, and approval of grants to States. 
Acts as the focal point in the Federal 
Government in the welfare field. Pro¬ 
vides leadership; develops program poli¬ 
ties and objectives: oversees the plan¬ 
ning and execution of programs; 
coordinate* program operations and ac¬ 
tivities ; evaluates the effectiveness of 
operations and takes action to achieve 
improvements. Provides advice to and 
maintains relationships with Federal, 
State, and international welfare and 
other professional agencies and organi¬ 
zations. Directs and coordinates activi¬ 
ties relating to fiscal and administra¬ 
tive management, public Information, 
civil rights, civil defense, staff develop¬ 
ment and field liaison, legislative refer¬ 
ence. economic opportunity programs, 
jmd voluntary organization liaison so 
ihat all these functions are integrated 
and unified. 

Division of Research. Formulates 
broad research and statistical goals and 
lancles, conducts the basic studies 
n» cessary to analyze aspects of social 
•Uiiare that are beyond the immediate 
of the bureaus, and reviews and 
integrates the statistical and analytic 
*otk of program bureaus. Its activities 

rc concentrated on overall social, finan¬ 
cial medical, and economic aspects, the 

ation of the programs to other social 


welfare and related measures, and the 
development of findings and recom¬ 
mendations on the most effective 
methods of providing social and eco¬ 
nomic security through social welfare 
programs. Provides a secretariat for 
making contracts with or grants to States 
and public and oilier nonprofit organi¬ 
zations and agencies for paying part of 
the cost of research or demonstration 
projects in the field of social welfare 
and related programs. 

International Office. Conducts and co¬ 
ordinates the international activities of 
the Welfare Administration. Provides 
advisory service on U.8. foreign social 
policy. Serves as contact point with 
United States and International welfare 
programs. Develops programs for the 
technical training of foreign welfare per¬ 
sonnel. Recommends welfare experts for 
foreign assignments with AID and the 
U-N. Conducts a grant program of co¬ 
operative research and demonstration 
projects in foreign countries with 
counterpart funds. 

Office of juvenile delinquency and 
Youth Development. Administers a pro¬ 
gram of Federal grants to and contracts 
with public or nonprofit organizations or 
institutions for support of demonstration 
projects and training programs in the 
field of Juvenile delinquency and youth 
development. Services the independent 
review panels that provide professional 
recommendations on grant applications. 
Provides consultant services to State, 
local, and private, nonprofit agencies. 
Works with the Division of Juvenile 
Delinquency 8ervicc of Children’s 
Bureau which provides consultant serv¬ 
ices in correctional aspects of Juvenile 
delinquency. Responsible for coordina¬ 
tion of activities involving delinquency 
programs within the Department and 
maintains a close working relationship 
with the staff of the President’s Com¬ 
mittee on Juvenile Delinquency and 
Youth Crime in developing the total 
Federal delinquency program. 

Cuban Refugee Program Staff . Ad¬ 
ministers an emergency Cuban refugee 
program which includes: (1) Financial 
assistance to supply basic essentials 
(food, clothing, and shelter) to needy 
refugees; (2) financial assistance in re¬ 
locating refugees from Miami, Fla . to 
homes and Jobs elsewhere In the country; 
<3> emergency health services; (4) as¬ 
sistance to the public schools of Dade 
County «Miami, Fla.) in providing in¬ 
struction to the refugee children as well 
as English instruction and vocational 
training to adults: (5) loans to refugee 
students in college and funds for English 
and refresher courses for doctors and 
other professional persons; and (6) care 
of minors unaccompanied by relatives. 
These programs are carried out through 
a Federal Cuban Refugee Emergency 
Center in Miami. Fla., four voluntary 
relocation agencies which have offices at 
the Federal Center In Miami, and a 
variety of Federal, State, and local agen¬ 
cies and organizations. 

Bureau of Family Services—Office of 
the Director. Responsible for directing 
and coordinating Bureau activities In the 


administration of Federal grants to 
States for old-age assistance and medical 
assistance for the aged, aid to families 
with dependent children, aid to the 
blind, aid to the permanently and totally 
disabled, and medical assistance pro¬ 
grams. Coordinates formulation of and 
issue* program policies and standards 
and provides consultation and assistance 
for improvement of State programs and 
provision of services directed to strength¬ 
ening family life, self-support, self-care, 
and prevention of dependency. Coordi¬ 
nates public assistance programs with 
those of public and private agencies 
doing similar work. Provides information 
services to increase public understanding 
and support of the assistance programs, 
prepares information materials, and 
answers inquiries from Congress and the 
public. Provides a program of training 
and development for Bureau staff. Ad¬ 
ministers grants for demonstration proj¬ 
ects In public welfare* Advises on selected 
aspects of international welfare activi¬ 
ties. Appraises the national public as¬ 
sistance programs and recommends 
Improvements. 

The Divisions of the Bureau are: Of¬ 
fice of Special Services. Division of 
Administration. Division of Staff Devel¬ 
opment. Division of Program Operations, 
Division of Research, Division of Welfare 
Services. Division of State Administra¬ 
tive and Fiscal Standards, and Division 
of Medical Services. 

Office of Special Services. 8erves as 
focal point for Bureau activities in car¬ 
rying out responsibilities related to Work 
Experience and Training Programs 
•Title V, Economic Opportunity Act) and 
Community Work and Training Pro¬ 
grams (see. 499, Social Security Act). 
Provides technical assistance to States 
and localities In developing and execut¬ 
ing projects that (1> provide opportuni¬ 
ties for constructive work experience and 
other needed training to unemployed 
parents and other needy persons to secure 
and retain employment, or to attain or 
retain capability for self-support or per¬ 
sonal Independence: and (2) relate to 
coordinated community efforts providing 
a broad variety of services and assistance 
to attack poverty in the community Re¬ 
views Title V project proposals and State 
plan materials In community work and 
training projects. Conducts program 
evaluation of Work Experience and 
Training Program projects. 

Division of Administration. Conducts 
Bureau administrative and business 
management activities and assists in co¬ 
ordination of program activities, includ¬ 
ing work plans and reports. Plans and 
conducts management Analyses and ap¬ 
praisals and a system of Issuances man¬ 
agement. Prepares internal Bureau 
procedures and Instructions. Conducts 
Bureau personnel management and in¬ 
centive awards programs. Advises on 
training needs of Bureau employees and 
conducts certain administrative train¬ 
ing. Plans and develops Bureau financial 
management programs and executes 
budget. Formulates administrative budg¬ 
et Justifications; coordinates grant-in- 
aid and emergency welfare program 
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estimates; maintains administrative ac¬ 
counting system and audits administra¬ 
tive expenses. Maintains Bureau central 
records. Arranges for procurement of 
supplies, equipment, travel and other 
general services. 

Division of Staff Development. Formu¬ 
lates, In collaboration with Children's 
Bureau, policies and standards on staff 
development and manpower utilization 
for use by State agencies. Gives leader¬ 
ship in Implementation and interpreta¬ 
tion of such policies and standards. De¬ 
velops teaching materials on content, 
methods, and techniques In program 
administration and teaching. Evaluates 
recommendations for legislation on 
training and education. Provides techni¬ 
cal assistance to Bureau staff and State 
agencies. Participates in development of 
standards on recruitment, selection, and 
utilization of staff. Cooperates with 
other Federal and national agencies and 
educational institutions on educational 
and training needs of public welfare 
personnel. 

Division of Program Operations . Im¬ 
plements, in the field. Bureau programs 
of grants to States by maintaining con¬ 
tinuing relationships through advice and 
assistance to State agencies administer¬ 
ing public assistance programs. Coordi¬ 
nates field use of Bureau services. Takes 
action on State public assistance plan 
material. Conducts a continuing review 
of State and local public assistance pro¬ 
gram administration. Keeps the Bureau 
informed of important developments In 
State programs and whether State op¬ 
erations meet requirements of the Social 
Security Act for continued certification 
of Federal funds. Analyzes State grant 
requests. Makes recommendations for 
grants to States and action on fiscal 
audit reports. Carries out Bureau respon¬ 
sibilities in programs of emergency wel¬ 
fare services, assistance for U S. citizens 
and hospitalization of mentally ill na¬ 
tionals returned from foreign countries, 
and welfare planning for refugees and 
immigrants. Plans, directs, and coordi¬ 
nates the activities of Bureau regional 
staff who. within the framework of the 
nine regional offices, maintain Federal- 
State relationships with State agencies 
receiving grants-in-aid for public assist¬ 
ance. assure that requirements and 
standards under the Federal act are un¬ 
derstood and in effect, provide technical 
assistance to States in the administra¬ 
tion of their programs, conduct a con¬ 
tinuing review of State and local public 
assistance administration, review and 
take action on State plan material, ana¬ 
lyze State grant estimates, and review 
audit reports, making recommendations 
as required. 

Division of Research. Develops and 
conducts a research and statistical pro¬ 
gram which includes collection and anal¬ 
ysis of data on public assistance pro¬ 
grams and the people aided by them for 
use in program interpretation, evalua¬ 
tion. and planning. Assists State agencies 
in developing statistical reporting and 
research programs and staff through 
technical supervision of Regional re¬ 
search analysts and specialized consul¬ 


tation. Serves as central resource of 
quantitative data about public assist¬ 
ance and related programs. Develops 
projections and justifications for the 
Federal budget, including estimates of 
coverage and costs of public assistance. 
Develops formulas for Federal finan¬ 
cial participation. Participates in Joint or 
coordinated research related to several 
programs of the Welfare Administration 
and the Department. 

Division of Welfare Services . Formu¬ 
lates policies, standards, and procedures 
to assure entitlement to assistance and 
social services, promote adequate assist¬ 
ance, and improve welfare services di¬ 
rected to prevention of dependency, per¬ 
sonal rehabilitation, care and protection 
of children, the aged, including those In 
mental hospitals, the blind, disabled, and 
medically needy. Assesses progress and 
problems in these areas and provides 
leadership in administrative and legisla¬ 
tive planning for protection of recipients* 
rights, development of services, estab¬ 
lishment of assistance standards and de¬ 
termination of eligibility. Develops rec¬ 
ommended public assistance program 
objectives. Initiator recommendations 
for Federal legislation and evaluates and 
advises on proposals made elsewhere. 
Provides technical assistance to Bureau 
staff and State agencies In these areas. 

Division of State Administrative and 
Fiscal Standards. Formulates policies, 
standards, and methods relating to 
proper and efficient administration of 
State and local public assistance pro¬ 
grams, such as organizational and man¬ 
agement standards and practices, fiscal 
accountability, fiscal policy affecting fi¬ 
nancing of programs, administrative con¬ 
trols and procedures. State administra¬ 
tive supervision of local agencies, 
requirements for Federal participation In 
costs of administration, and technical 
aspects of Federal matching. Provides 
technical assistance to Bureau staff and 
State agencies in these areas. 

Division of Medical Services. Formu¬ 
lates policies, standards, methods, and 
guides relating to (a) the provision of 
medical care and health services for 
needy children, the blind, disabled, and 
aged, and the medically needy and (b) 
the medical aspects of eligibility in pro¬ 
grams of old age assistance, aid to the 
blind, aid to families with dependent 
children, aid to the permanently and 
totally disabled, and medical assistance. 
Conducts studies in these areas. Assists 
States through consultation and other 
methods to extend the medical scope and 
content and to improve the quality of 
the medical and medical-social aspects 
of their medical assistance programs, in¬ 
cluding prevention of illness and medical 
rehabilitative services, and to encourage 
recipients to make maximum use of 
available medical care and related health 
services. 

Children's Bureau—Office of the Chief. 
Establishes Bureau program objectives 
within broad statutory requirements. De¬ 
velops and coordinates overall program 
policies and plans, and directs staff in 
carrying out these programs. Maintains 
liaison with other units of government 


within and outside the Department. Es¬ 
tablishes and maintains working rela¬ 
tionships with nongovernmental organi¬ 
zations and individuals interested in the 
well-being of mothers and children 
Identifies national problems, needs, and 
trends related to children and youth 
Formulates, develops, and coordinates 
legislative recommendations, and ana¬ 
lyzes and evaluates proposed legislation 
Provides representation on and staff serv¬ 
ices to the Interdepartmental Committee 
on Children and Youth. Coordinates pol¬ 
icies relating to the administration of the 
Bureau's grants programs. Participates 
in international programs affecting ma¬ 
ternal and child health and welfare. Pro¬ 
vides program planning and consultation 
on the development and strengthening: of 
services for adolescent youth. Serves as 
the focal point for planning and carrying 
out decennial conferences on the status 
of children and youth in the nation 

The divisions of the Bureau are: 

Division of Health Services. Plans 
and administers the Bureau's nation¬ 
wide health programs for mothers and 
children. Provides national leadership In 
the field of maternal and child health 
and crippled children’s services. Formu¬ 
lates and carries out, through its central 
and regional office staff, programs de¬ 
signed to provide comprehensive pre¬ 
ventive health, hospital, medical care 
and after care services for mothers and 
children throughout the nation, includ¬ 
ing services for mentally retarded chil¬ 
dren. Administers grants to State health 
departments, crippled children’s agen¬ 
cies, local health agencies, schools of 
medicine, and other public and nonprofit 
Institutions of higher learning as 
authorized under Title V, Parts 1, 2. and 
4 of the 8oclal Security Act, as amended, 
for the following purposes: Maternal 
and child health services, crippled chil¬ 
dren’s services, maternity and infant 
care projects, projects for the health of 
school and preschool children, and 
grants for the training of professional 
personnel for the care of crippled chil¬ 
dren. Develops policies, guides and 
standards for professional services and 
effective administration of the gTant 
programs. Provides consultation and 
technical assistance on a nationwide 
basis on the development, extension and 
improvement of programs and services 
in the various specialized fields repre¬ 
sented in the programs (c.g., medicine, 
including pediatrics and obstetrics, den¬ 
tistry. psychology, nursing, nutrition, 
medical social work, audiology and 
speech pathology, physical and occupa¬ 
tional therapy, public health adminis¬ 
tration) , Works cooperatively with 
national. State and local organizations 
and agencies, both public and volun¬ 
tary, on programs for improving the ef¬ 
fectiveness of health services lor 
mothers and children. 

Division of Social Services. Plans an£ 
administers the Bureau’s nationwide 
child welfare programs. Provides na¬ 
tional leadership in the development, ex¬ 
tension and strengthening of child wel¬ 
fare services. Formulates and carnc 
out. through Its central and regions 
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cttcc staff, programs designed to provide 
comprehensive child welfare services In 
all areas of the nation. Administers 
grants to State welfare agencies for pub¬ 
lic child welfare services, and to institu¬ 
te ns of higher learning for training of 
personnel for work in the field of child 
welfare, as authorized under Title V. 
part 3. of the Social Security Act. as 
amended. Develops policies, guides and 
standards for professional sendees and 
effective administration of the grant 
prop rams. Provides consultation and 
technical assistance on a nationwide 
basis on the development, extension, and 
improvement of child welfare programs. 
Including specialized areas <e.g.. services 
U children in their own homes, foster 
care, day care services, adoptions, serv¬ 
ices to unmarried mothers, homemaker 
services, protective services for ne¬ 
glected. abused, or exploited children, 
services to mentally retarded children, 
licensing of child care facilities, train¬ 
ing, and staff development In child wel¬ 
fares Works cooperatively with na¬ 
tional. State and local organizations and 
agencies, both public and voluntary, on 
programs for Improving the effective¬ 
ness of child welfare services. 

Division o/ Juvenile Delinquency Serv¬ 
ice. Plans and carries out the Bureau’s 
activities In the field of Juvenile delin¬ 
quency. Provides national leadership in 
the development of programs for the 
control and treatment of Juvenile delin¬ 
quency. Develops program policies, 
standards and guides for sendees. Pro¬ 
vides consultation and technical assist¬ 
ance to, and works cooperatively with, 
public and voluntary agencies and other 
organizations at national, State, and 
local levels on the development, exten¬ 
sion. and improvement of services and 
facilities for the control and treatment 
of juvenile delinquency, including legis¬ 
lative bases, organization, content, ad¬ 
ministration, and coordination of pro¬ 
grams, training of both professional and 
nonprofesslonal personnel for services, 
and operation of such special services as 
police, law enforcement, Juvenile courts, 
probation, detention, diagnostic and re¬ 
ception centers, training schools, group 
work, and community services. Makes 
evaluative surveys of overall programs or 
of special services and facilities. 

Division of Research . Plans and car¬ 
ries out the Bureau’s activities in the 
field of research. Conducts and reports 
on studies dealing with child life and 
with the evaluation of programs and 
services for children. Administers the 
program authorized under Title V. Part 
3. of the Social Security Act. as amended, 
for grants to child welfare or research 
organizations and agencies and to in- 
tttUuUons of higher learning for research 
or demonstration projects in the child 
welfare field. Administers the program 
authorized under Title V. Part 4 of the 
Social Security Act. as amended, provid¬ 
ing funds to agencies and organizations 
^ research or In maternal and 
child health or crippled children's pro¬ 
crams, and to Institutions of higher 
learning for research projects that show* 
of substantial contribution to 
the advancement of maternal and child 


health and crippled children's services. 
Develops, compiles, analyzes and reports 
program and administrative data relat¬ 
ing to the health of mothers and children, 
child welfare, and Juvenile delinquency. 
Provides consultation on research In 
all areas of child life and on statistical 
reporting systems. Collects, analyzes, 
and disseminates Information on re¬ 
search findings. Conducts a clearing¬ 
house on current research In child life. 
Prepares content for publications Inter¬ 
preting research findings for use by par¬ 
ents, professional workers, and others 
concerned about children. Answers in¬ 
quiries from the public about problems 
of child care and child life. Stimulates 
through conferences, publications and 
other means the utilitlzatlon of research 
findings by administrators and practi¬ 
tioners. 

Division of Reports. Directs the Bu¬ 
reau’s program of public information 
Advises the Bureau Chief and other staff 
on the public interest in and reaction to 
the Bureau’s programs and activities. 
Formulates policies and implements pro¬ 
gram plans for communicating Informa¬ 
tion to parents, children, youth, those 
working with children, and the general 
public. Produces a variety of publica¬ 
tions, visual materials, and releases for 
parents, children, youth, professional 
workers, civic groups, and others, in¬ 
cluding an interdisciplinary Journal for 
the child-serving professions. Plans and 
carries out effective distribution of these 
Informational materials. Provides infor¬ 
mation to the mass media concerning 
the needs of and services for children. 
Provides consultation and advice to State 
child health and welfare agencies on 
methods of Interpreting programs for. 
or special subject areas about, children 
to professional and lay groups. Provides 
technical assistance on writing and other 
Information activities. Procures or pro¬ 
vides printing and duplicating services 
to meet Bureau needs. 

Division of International Cooperation . 
Directs, coordinates and carries out the 
Bureau’s participation in international 
activities relating to the health and well¬ 
being of mothers and children. Serves as 
the focal point In the U.S. Government 
for the development and coordination of 
US. policies and positions on programs 
of the United Nations Children’s Fund. 
Provides consultation and technical as¬ 
sistance to other Federal agencies on 
programs In foreign countries and inter¬ 
national programs In the fields of the 
Bureau's competence. Maintains working 
relationships with international organi¬ 
zations concerned with child life. Plans 
and arranges training and observation 
programs In the United States for spe¬ 
cialists from other oountries in the fields 
with which the Bureau is concerned. 
Assists in recruitment of specialists in 
these fields to serve overseas and pro¬ 
vides technical assistance to them 
through cooperation with the Agency for 
International Development. Develops 
and administers research programs un¬ 
der the Agricultural Trade Development 
and Assistance Act of 1954 and the In¬ 
ternational Health Research Act of 1960 
for research grants, research fellow¬ 


ships, and Interchange of experts in the 
maternal and child health field. 

Division of Administrative Services. 
Directs the administrative and manage¬ 
ment activities essential to the opera¬ 
tion of the Bureau’s programs. Carries 
out budget planning and execution for 
all Bureau appropriations. Performs ad¬ 
ministrative accounting and auditing 
functions, including establishment of 
new or revised systems. Participates in 
the formulation and Implementation or 
fiscal and administrative policies and 
procedures relating to grants adminis¬ 
tration. Provides office services, includ¬ 
ing procurement of equipment and sup¬ 
plies, space utilization, property man¬ 
agement. etc. Develops and implements 
personnel policies and programs. Includ¬ 
ing staffing, classification, staff develop¬ 
ment, employee recognition, employee 
relations, etc. Maintains Bureau official 
records. Coordinates preparation of the 
Bureau's annual work plan and progress 
report. Coordinates the Bureau’s partici¬ 
pation in the Department’s planning- 
proa ramlng-budge ting system. Partici¬ 
pates in and advises on overall Bureau 
program planning from the viewpoint of 
administrative management. 

9-C Delegations of authority. 1. 
Order of succession: In the absence of 
the Commissioner of Welfare, the 
Deputy Commissioner acts for him. 

2. Delegations of authority to the 
Commissioner of Welfare: 

(a) Except as provided in paragraph 
<b> of this section and Part 2 of this 
Statement, the Commissioner of Welfare 
shall exercise: 

(1) The functions vested in the Secre¬ 
tary by Titles I, IV. V, X. XIV. and XVI of 
the Social Security Act (42 U.8.C. 301- 
306, 601-609. 701-731, 1201-1206, 1351- 
1355. 1381-1385). by Title XIX of the 
Act (42 UJ5.C. 1396-1396 d>. subject to 
Part l of this Statement, by Title XVIII 
of the Act (42 UB.C. 1395-1395 II>. to 
the extent of the responsibilities assigned 
by Part I of this Statement, and by Titles 
Vn and XI of the Act (42 UB.C. 90-907. 
1301-1318). insofar as the provisions of 
such Titles pertain to the mission of the 
Welfare Administration as described in 
section 9-A. 

(2) The functions vested in the Secre¬ 
tary relating to the mission of the Wel¬ 
fare Administration, as described in 
section 9-A, under the Social Security 
Act which are not contained In the Act 
but which are contained In the Acts 
cited in Exhibit X9-2. 

(3) The functions vested in the Secre¬ 
tary by the Juvenile Delinquency and 
Youth Offenses Control Act of 1961 <42 
UB.C. 2541-2548). 

(4) The functions vested In the Secre¬ 
tary by Public Law 86-571 <24 UJ3.C. 
321-329) (pertaining to hospitalization 
of mentally 111 nationals returned from 
foreign countries) with the exception of 
the issuance of regulations under section 
1(d) (2) (24 U.S.C. 321(d)(2)). (In ex¬ 
ercising this authority, the Commis¬ 
sioner shall work with the Surgeon Oen- 
eral, Public Health Service, and the 
Superintendent, Saint Elizabeths Hospi¬ 
tal. in arranging for appropriate use of 
their resources to provide the most ef- 
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fective and economical administration of 
this law.) 

(5) The functions vested in the Secre¬ 
tary by letter dated September 1, 1960. 
to the Secretary of the Treasury from 
the Director. Bureau of the Budget, 
authorizing the carrying out of programs 
under section 104<k> of the Agricultural 
Trade Development and Assistance Act 
of 1954. as amended (7 U.S.C. 1704 (k>). 
insofar as this authority pertains to the 
mission of the Welfare Administration 
as described in section 9-A, provided 
that this authority shall be exercised in 
accordance with applicable policies and 
procedures established by appropriate 
authorities to ensure consistency with 
basic foreign policy and with related 
Federal programs. 

<6> The functions vested in the Secre¬ 
tary by section 4 of the International 
Health Research Act of I960 (22 U5.C. 
2102', with respect to responsibilities 
relating to the mission of the Welfare 
Administration as described In section 
9-A: Provided, however , That such au¬ 
thority, with respect to the exercise of 
responsibilities under the Act entitled 
•'An Act To Establish in the Department 
of Commerce and Labor a Bureau To Be 
Known as the Children’s Bureau’* <42 
U.S.C. Ch. 6), shall be administered 
under the Commissioner's supervision 
and direction through the Children's 
Bureau: Provided further . That this au¬ 
thority shall be exercised in accordance 
with applicable policies and procedures 
established by appropriate authorities to 
ensure consistency with basic for¬ 
eign policy and with related Federal 
programs. 

(7> The functions under Executive 
Order 11001. section 4. and those por¬ 
tions of sections 6. 7. 9, 10, 11, and 12 
pertaining to emergency welfare. In the 
performance of his emergency functions 
the Commissioner shall coordinate the 
health activities of the Children s Bureau 
with the Surgeon General in order that 
preemergency plans shall be developed 
in consonance with postattack organiza¬ 
tional plans and structure of the Depart¬ 
ment for the Emergency Health Service.

natural-gas liquids, with Tennessee to 
be reimbursed at 21 cents per Mcf for 
plant and fuel losses. 

Prior to the assignment Pan Ameri¬ 
can’s wells had not been connected to 
an interstate pipeline. Following the sale 
Tennessee installed 2.63 miles of 12-inch 
connecting line for which it here seeks 
certification. Gas from the Bastian Bay 
leaseholds has flowed into Tennessee’s 
system since February 3. 1961. 

Tennessee's construction of the con¬ 
necting facilities was undertaken pur¬ 
suant to a budget certificate Issued to it 
on January 6. 1961. in Docket No. 
CP61-106. pursuant to an application for 
facilities “to relieve applicant of the 
time and expense of preparing numerous 
relatively minor certificate applications, 
and the Commission and its staff of the 
burden of processing such routine appli¬ 
cations,” The application made no ref¬ 
erence to Tennessee’s acquisition of 
Bastlan Bay reserves nor did it disclose 
Tennessee’s Intention to rely on the 
Issuance of a budget authorization to 
connect any such reserves. As the budget 
application appeared routine and as no 
petition to Intervene or protest had been 
filed, wc granted the application. 25 
FPC 129. 

Subsequently, on April 6. 1961. having 
learned of the attachment by Tennessee 
of the Bastlan Bay reserves, we reopened 
the proceedings in Docket No. CP61-106 
to determine (1) whether the budget- 
type certificate therein issued covered 
the 2.63 miles of line connecting the 
Bastian Bay reserves with Tennessee’s 
interstate system and (2) the cost to 
Tennessee of the reserves so acquired. 
On March 21. 1962, In Docket No. 
CT62-1035, we directed Pan American to 
show cause why it should not be found 
to have made a jurisdictional sale of 
natural gas to Tennessee. The show 
cause order thereafter was consolidated 
with the reopened Tennessee docket. 

Following hearing the Commission, in 
Opinion No. 413. held, as to Tennessee, 
that the budget-type certificate did not 
cover the construction and operation of 
the 2 63 miles of connecting line noting 
that “the very size and cost of these 
reserves will necessarily have a material 
effect on Tennessee’s rates.” 30 FPC at 
1480. Accordingly, the Commission con¬ 
cluded that authorization of the connect¬ 
ing facilities without close scrutiny would 
be Inconsistent with the mandate of 
CATCO (Atlantic Refining Co. v. PB.C. 
of N.Y., 360 U.S. 378.) This part of Opin¬ 
ion 413 was affirmed in Tennessee Oas 
Transmission Co. v. FPC. 340 F. 2d 100 
<C.A. 10>. As to Pan American the Com¬ 
mission. although declining to determine 
the precise nature of the sale until such 
time os an appropriate application is 
filed, held that the Pan American-Ten¬ 
nessee leasehold assignment constitutes 
a jurisdictional sale of natural gas. Pan 


American and Tennessee were given six 
months from the date of the issuance of 
our order to file for appropriate section 
7 authorizations and the pending appli¬ 
cations were filed pursuant thereto. 

The royalty portion of the reserves at 
issue, as the examiner found following 
the prior hearing, equals more than 25 
percent of the total volume which Ten¬ 
nessee will receive from the leases. 30 
FPC at 1491. Pursuant to its obligation 
under the lease assignment Tennessee 
negotiated separate contracts with the 
royalty owners whereby it agreed to pay 
the royalty owners for such Interests at 
the rate of 22.5 cents per Mcf, plus reim¬ 
bursement for the Louisiana severance 
tax of 2.3 cents per Mcf until January 1, 
1962, and 25 cents per Mcf plus severance 
tax reimbursement (or 27.3 cents per 
Mcf) thereafter. Thus, it appears that 
the royalty owmers have departed from 
the usual royalty situation and Instead 
have elected to take their gas in-kind and 
negotiate their own sales. In the circum¬ 
stances it would appear that these royalty 
owners have engaged In the jurisdictional 
sale of natural gas In Interstate com¬ 
merce for which sales the authorization 
of this Commission should have been 
obtained. Accordingly, we are hereby di¬ 
recting the following named royalty own¬ 
ers either to file, within 45 days from the 
Issuance of this order, for appropriate 
section 7 certificates or to show cause 
why they should not be required to obtain 
such certification: •

We note that in addition to the afore¬ 
mentioned. the State of Louisiana and 
one of its local subdivisions (the Bums 
Levee District) are among the royalty 
owners of the acreage at issue. But sec¬ 
tion 2(6) of the Natural Gas Act would 
seem to exclude such political entitles 
from the definition of ”natunil-gas com¬ 
pany” and thus exempt them from the 
necessity of obtaining tills Commission’s 
authorization prior to effectuating an 
Interstate sale. However, in view of the 
fact that this Commission already has 
made clear its concern with the cost to 
Tennessee of the Bastlan Bay reserves 
we would expect that both the 8tate of 
Louisiana and the Bums Levee district 
will be most Interested in the course of

these proceedings and we would welcome 
their participation as intervenors. 

Since the application of Tennessee 
and Pan American raise common ques¬ 
tions of law and fact we are consolidat¬ 
ing them for hearing. Similarly, since 
the applications or responses to be filed 
by the aforementioned royalty owners 
are intimately related to each of the 
pending applications it Is appropriatr to 
consolidate those proceedings as well. 

Timely petitions to Intervene in 
Docket No. CI66-910 (the Pan American 
application), have been filed by Long 
Island Lighting Co., Consolidated Edison 
Co. of New York. Inc., Brooklyn Union 
Gas Co., Consolidated Oas Supply Corp., 
the East Ohio Oas Co.. Lake Shore Pipe 
Line Co., and the Peoples Natural Gas 
Co., Manufacturers Light and Heat Co., 
the Ohio Fuel Gas Co..

Each of these applications Is be¬ 
fore us pursuant to our mandate in 
Opinion No. 378, 29 FPC 249. 

The initial transaction which gave use 
to these applications took place on Feb¬ 
ruary 1, 1957. when Texas Eastern ex¬ 
ecuted conventional 20-year gas sales 
contracts with Continental. Sun. Marr, 
and General, purchasing their natural 
gas production in the Rayne Field at an 
initial price of 23.9 cents per Mcf, in¬ 
cluding 1.3 cents per Mcf for reim¬ 
bursement of State taxes. In April 1957, 
Texas Eastern applied for a certificate 
authorizing it to connect that produc¬ 
tion to its interstate pipeline system. 
Shortly thereafter each of the producers 
applied for certificates authorizing the 
sale of their gas to Texas Eastern. On 
April 15. 1958, the examiner Issued his 
initial decision wherein he recommended 
the grant of unconditional certificates 
to each of the applicants. However, be¬ 
fore the Commission could act on the 
exceptions but after the decision of the 
Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit 
in Public Service Commission of New 
York v. Federal Power Commission. 257 
F. 2d 717, affirmed sub nom. Atlantic Re¬ 
fining Co. v. Public Service Commission 
of New York. 360 UB. 378 (the “CATCO" 
case). the producers canceled their orig¬ 
inal contracts with Texas Eastern and, 
in September 1958, Texas Eastern filed a 
petition to reopen the hearing and to 
amend Its application. 

A new plan was then formulated under 
which Texas Eastern agreed to acquire 
the leasehold Interest In the reserves 
which the producers had formerly com¬ 
mitted under the standard gas purchase 
contracts. To effectuate the plan. Con¬ 
tinental, Sun. Marr. and General, on 
December 4. 1958, entered into a con¬ 
tract (designated “Lease Sale Agree¬ 
ment”). with Louisiana Gas Corp., an in¬ 
termediary created by Texas Eastern for 
this transaction. Texas Eastern, by agree¬ 
ment with Louisiana Gas. had the right 
to acquire and did acquire, title to the 
“Lease Sale Agreement”. 

Under the agreement the producers 
conveyed their leasehold rights to gas 
down to the base of the Nodosarla “A** 
Sand at a depth of from 13,650 to 13,980 
feet, together with wells and related 
equipment, but reserved their “lease¬ 
hold” rights to the oil and other miner¬ 
als. except gas and condensate, below 
the Nodosarla “A” Sand. The producers 
also retained the right to receive, as 
“production payments”, all proceeds 
from the sale of the condensate In ex¬ 
cess of the costs of operating the lease¬ 
hold, Including processing expenses. 
Continental, which previously had oper¬ 
ated the field for itself and the other 
producers, was to continue to conduct 
all operations. Including drilling, devel¬ 
oping. and managing the wells and well 
equipment. A management agreement so 
providing was signed on July 27, 1959. 

Consideration for the conveyance was 
$134,595,700. of which $12,420,500 was 
paid in cash and the balance in promis¬ 


sory notes payable in 16 annual install¬ 
ments tending In 1975). If gas produc¬ 
tion exceeds a specified amount payment 
of the notes, at Texas Eastern's nomina¬ 
tion. may be accelerated (In inverse 
order of maturity) in accordance with a 
prescribed formula. 

Although the exact amount of recover¬ 
able reserves In the Rayne Field Is a mat¬ 
ter of controversy, they are admittedly 
substantial: Texas Eastern's estimate ex¬ 
ceeds 900.000.000 Mcf. Recently, by sup¬ 
plement to their pending applications, 
the producers have filed an undertaking 
in which they guarantee minimum re¬ 
serves of 830,648 MMcf at 14.73 pa La. 
and 60* F., agreeing to reimburse Texas 
Eastern in the amount of 20.220 cents per 
Mcf for any reserve deficiency below that 
amount providing such deficiency is not 
attributable to bad management on the 
part of Texas Eastern. 

The Commission granted Texas East¬ 
ern's request to reopen the proceeding In 
order to consider the lease sale plan, and 
on June 23. 1959, issued an unconditional 
certificate to Texas Eastern for its pro¬ 
posed facilities. On June 27. 1959, the 
transfer of the gas rights under the 
leases was completed and Texas Eastern 
began to receive gas from Rayne Field, 
gas which it has since transmitted and 
sold at wholesale in interstate commerce. 
Howcver, on review, the Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia Circuit set 
aside the certificate order and remanded 
the case for further proceedings. Public 
Service Commission of New York v. Fed¬ 
eral Power Commission. 287 F. 2d 143. 
The court held that, regardless of the 
form of the transaction, the Commission 
was required to consider fully the reason¬ 
ableness of the acquisition costs to the 
pipeline. 

On remand, and following a hearing at 
the conclusion of which the examiner 
found that the average cost to Texas 
Eastern would be 24.34 cents per Mcf at 
15.025 psJ.a. and recommended that a 
certificate to it be conditioned upon the 
Inclusion of Rayne Field gas In the pipe¬ 
line's cost of service at an initial price of 
18.5 cents per Mcf, the Commission de¬ 
cided that It had Jurisdiction over the 
“in-place” sale of the Rayne Field gas 
reserves but concluded that it was not in 
the public Interest to certificate the 
transaction then before us for we were 
not satisfied that the unit cost of the gas 
was reasonable or that it could be deter¬ 
mined with reasonable accuracy. Rather 
than deny outright Texas Eastern's ap¬ 
plication the Commission afforded it and 
the sellers an opportunity to revise their 
contractual arrangements so as to fur¬ 
nish assurance that the transactions, al¬ 
ready partially consummated, would be 
consistent with the public Interest. 

The parties were given 6 months, fol¬ 
lowing the completion of judicial review, 
“to work out new arrangements In the 
Ught of the requirements of the Natural 
Gas Act and our discussion • • V* 29 
FPC at 257. Following affirmance by the 
Supreme Court of the Commission s hold¬ 
ing that the assignment of the leaseholds 
constituted a Jurisdictional sale of nat¬ 
ural gas subject to the Jurisdiction of tills 
Commission, (United Gas Improvement 
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Co. v. Continental Oil Co. et al., 381 US. 
392) Continental. Sun, Marr, and Gen¬ 
eral filed applications pursuant to our 
mandate. Texas Eastern has chosen to 
proceed upon the application which it 
filed on April 22, 1957, as amended on 
December 5. 1958. 

Since the applications of Continental. 
Sun, Marr, General and Texas Eastern 
raise common questions of law and fact, 
we are consolidating them for hearing.

On May 12. 1967. United Fuel Gas Co. 
(Petitioner) filed in Docket No. 0-10658 
a petition to amend the order issued In 
said docket on September 18, 1956, as 


amended by the orders issued October 27, 
1964, and March 31, 1967. authorizing an 
extension of 1 month in the period dur¬ 
ing which increased daily deliveries may 
be made, on an interruptible basis to one 
of its industrial customers all as more 
fully set forth in the petition to amend. 

By the order Issued in the instant pro¬ 
ceeding on September 18.1956, Petitioner 
was authorized to deliver a maximum of 
35.000 Mcf of natural gas per day to 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours Co. (du Pont). 
Belle. Kanawaha County. W. Va. By the 
amending order issued October 27. 1964, 
Petitioner was authorized to increase its 
deliveries to du Pont to a maximum of 
60,000 Mcf per day. 

On March 31. 1967, Petitioner was au¬ 
thorized to deliver to du Pont for the 
period from April 1, 1967, through Octo¬ 
ber 1. 1967, a maximum daily quantity 
of 70.000 Mcf in order that du Pont may 
effectuate certain changes in its plant 
facilities. 

Petitioner now states that it inadvert¬ 
ently misstated the interim period dur¬ 
ing which the increased deliveries were 
required, and that the customer actually 
requested such increased volumes for the 
period April 1. 1967, through October 
31. 1967. Petitioner requests further 
amendment of the Commission’s amend¬ 
ing order, Issued March 31, 1967, so as to 
terminate the interim authorization on 
October 31. 1967, In lieu of the existing 
termination date of October 1,1967. 

Due notice of the filing of the petition 
to amend and opportunity for hearing 
thereon have been given by publication 
in the Federal Register on May 25, 1967

The long-term notes will be Issued and 
sold to National, as a series, between 
August 1967. and December 31, 1967.
